But the early arrival of Capt. Bryan, the 
St. Louis pilot, changed all plans, and 
Commander Maynard, when the Captain 
declared his readiness to start on the jour- 
ney at any time, promptly gave orders that 
the vessel should weigh anchor at 6 o'clock, 
and immediately proceed. When, therefore, 
the city bells were tolling that early hour, 
commands run through the ship, the an- 
chors were slowly hauled up and the Nash- 
ville, with colors flying, begwan her tortuous 
trip to the Mound City. . os

and every steam whistle afloat and ashore 
shrieked to the limtt of its ability as the 
handsome craft moved up the river and 
out of sight beyond the Crescent Bend. 

The first stopping place of the Nashville 
will be at Baton Rouge, where she was 
timed to arrive to-night, and where she 
will remain until to-morrow.

Capt. Coghlan showed to-night that he 
was not frightened by the report that his 
utterances at the Union League Club Fri- 
day night had created a stir at Washington. 
He not only refused to qualify his speech 
of Friday night, but déclared that he would 
reiterate it. Referring to Germany, he said 
they constantly nagged the Amer‘can naval 
forces, but ‘“We were ready for them, and 
they knew it.’’ 

Capt. Coghlan and the officers of the 
Raleigh were the guests of honor at a re- 
ception given by the Army and Navy Club 
to-night. When he entered the club the 
Captain was asked‘by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter to anewer the report that his ut- 
terances had created universal criticism. 

He would not say a word. But immediate- 
ly after had been introduced to the 
club members by Gen. J. Fred Pierson, 
president of the club, he said: ‘Since en- 
tering the club to-night I have heard that 
what I said in my speech last night has 
given great umbrage in Washington. 

“However that may be, what I did say 
was nevertheless true. I@aid what I did, 
for we who were at Manila felt it. While 
we were there there was a constant nag- 
ging at us, and, d——n them, we were ready 
for them, and they knew it.

Commander Maynard sent Ensign Magru- 
der and a prize crew aboard the Buena 
Ventura, for that was the name of the 
prize. They were received courteously by 
Reuranger. the captain, who made only 
an ordinary protest. 

The Buena Ventura was a fine big @ip, 
9°78 feet long, 34 feet in the beam and with 
a 23-foot draft. At the time of the cap- 
ture Patrick Mullin, the gunner, was the 
envy of all the “jackies” in the navy. Of 
course eyerybody knows that “firing the 
firs: gun” is only and always a matter of 
accident, but the glory is none the less 
lasting, aud Gunner Mullin has it in this 
especial war, 

After the capture of the Buena Ventura 
events crowded upon one another so fast 
as to amaze the public. The people awoke 
on May 1 to-hear the story of Dewey's 
great victory at Manila. The American 
\roops were ramdly mobilized and this na- 
tion fF ed of the fall of Santiago and the 
destruction of the Spansh fleet on July 4. 
Talk was rife of sending a fleet to Spain 
when the French Ambassador sued for 
peace to President McKinley on behalf of 
the Madrid Government. Meanwhile Gen. 
Miles had marched triumphant. through 
Porto Rico and it was American e6oil. From 
the time of the first shot to the end of 
the fighting was three months and three 
days. On Oct. 1 the Jont Peace Com- 
mission met in Paris and on Dec. 10 the 
peace treaty was s‘gned. Exchanges of the 
treatica took place but a few days ago 
so that within a year the war had passed 
into history.

Here Capt. Coghlan was interrupted by 
a terrific burst of applause, which lasted 
nearly a minute. When he was able to 
speak again he started to tell a number 
of funny anecdotes of the bombardment of 
Manila. Later he said, speaking of Dewey: 

“No matter what arose, our Admiral] was 
aA man superior to the occasion. We at 
home make mistakes in telling about it, 
but he made no mistakes in doing it. Aft- 
er May 1 the enemy never pulled a trig- 
ger against us. They seemed to have a holy 
terror of the navy. They Knew Dewey 
would wipe them off ahe face of the earth, 
and he would. He went through a trying 
time at Manila, a time that required cour- 
age of the highest order. Admiral Dewey 
had that courage.”’ 

All New York was talking to-day about 
Capt. Coghlan and his speech Friday night. 

No one at the dinner thought that the ut- 
terances would st‘r_up any strife. 

The report from Washington that naval 
and diplomatic officials had been em- 
barraseed by Capt. Coghlan’s speech, and 
particularly bs: his repeating the verses of 
song which held. the German Emperor up 
to ridicule, was deplored. There were Ger- 
mans and men of German descent among 
the diners at the banquet, but not one of 
them took offense at ‘‘Noch der Kaiser. 
There was not the slightes¢{ trace of malice 
in the Captain's manner. If) Was @ simpie 
effort to amuse his hearers by the recila- 
tion of humorous verses.

GERMAN OFFICIALS ANGRY. 


But No Protest Has Been Made 
Against Capt. Coghlan’s Speech. 
Special to the Post-Dispetcb. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—No protest has 
been filed with Secretary Hay by the Ger- 
man Ambassador against the utterance 
of Capt. Coghlan made at a banquet in 
New York last night; nor has the State 
Department taken any action relative to 
the matter. Ambassador Von Hoilleben 
called at the department to-day, but his 
mission related to other matters, and the 
eubject of Capt. Coghlan’s remarks wags 
not broached by either Mr. Hay or the 
German Ambassador. 

It is true, however, that the German offi- 


clals in Washington are displeased at the 
remerks Capt, Coghlan and ex- 


to take action in the 


nature of a reprimand, or, rather, feel 
that such action should be taken. 

It would have been less embarrassing to 
diplomatic and naval eircles had the 
Raleigh’s Captain refrained from go- 
ing into the details of the troubles between 
Dewey and the German Admiral at Ma- 
nila. It is aeppreciated here that it is not 
in the interest of public policy to speak 
even of truths in too abrupt a manner. 
It is also fully appreciated that Capt. 
Coghlan meant no indiscretion. He but 
emphasized and elaborated what has been 
told unofficially of the friction between Ad- 
miral Dewey and the German “Admiral, 
but coming from axnaval] offieer of the 
United States it is taken more seriously 
by the representatives of the German Gor 
ernment, for it is given official cast. That 
is what stings. 

While there is a delicacy upon the part 
of the officials against administering a re- 
buke to the Captain in view of his brilliant 
record, it is not unlikely that the incident 
will be minimized to the fullest extent to 
reconcile the feelings of the Germans. 


TURNED BACK BY AGUINALDO.

Refuses to Confer With Spanish Com- 
missioners About Prisoners. 
MANILA, April 22.—Col. Demie and Mai. 
Lasseras, the Spanish Commissioners, with 
their secretaries, attempted to enter the 
rebel lines to confer with Aguinaldo re- 
garding an exchange of prisoners, but 

failed in their mission. 

The party, the members of which were 
attired in full uniform, drove to the Amer- 
ican camp and lunched with Gen. Mc- 
Arthur. They then proceeded in a carriage, 
umder a flag of truce, toward Calumpit, 
but were stopped by the rebel ouwrposts on 
the road, who refused to pariey with the 
Commissioners, and the latter were com- 
pelled to return and took the evening train 
for Mani'ta. The rebels before Calumpet 
have recently been reinforced by bodies of 
men from the Pampanga Province and are 
now well intrenched in the strongest posi 
tion on what ts practically an island form 
by a tributary to the Rio Grande.

TALKED BY MARCONI’S SYSTEM, 


Prof. Green’s Test in Chicago Unsuc- 
c@éssful, but Later Experiments 
Were Very Satisfactory.

CHICAGO, April 22.—An attempt by Prof. 
Jerome G. Green of Notre Dame College to 
telegraph by Marconi’s wireless method 
wae not an entire success. The experiment 
Was made this afternoon in the presence 
of the leading experts of the city. 

The sending end wae at the Dearborn 
Street Railway Station and the receiving 
end was in the Tribune Building, two- 
thirds of a mile disiant. 

Between the points were a score of 16- 
story buildings of steel construction, and 
the meesage was not received. Later the 
Tribune talked to the Marquette Building 
and Hartford Building by the system, and 
it was a success.

This trio of certainties was cheered at 
Music Hall last night to the point where 
the enthusiastic participants and specta- 
tors in the meeting saw, in fancy, through 
the traneparent screen of time, New St. 
Louis, the unrivaled city of America, the 
envied community of civilizatjon and the 
exposition city of the ce 


"rhe International Exposition to celebrate 


the centennial anniversary of the Louisiana 
Purchase was launched as securely and as 
handsomely in Music Hall as ever battie- 
ship or yacht slipped from the ways into 


waiting waters. The members of the Com- 


monster craft, presented the hull the 
stage. The people In tiers of seats in the 
Auditorium accepted the work and piled 
on the beginning of the rooms 274 with 
subscriptions. They builded the sails with 
money and gave from thelr purses for 
steam power. 

Enthusiasm fs a mild, a very mild term, 
to use in expressing the sentiment of the 
gathering. The applause—almost continu- 
ous—was of the kind we heard when patriot- 
ism made the people cheer the victories of 
our soldiers and sallors in alien lands. And 
the enthusiasm was all over donating 
something—for although money subscribed 
to the World’s Fair is only invested, the 
donors last night preferred to consider 
their contributions as gifts pure and sim- 
ple, that form seeming to be more in ac- 
cord with the general spirit of mag- 
nanimity. 

At the close of the meeting Gov. 
announced that $3,338,670 had en sub- 
scribea thus far, and that $1,906, addi- 
tional had been pledged, making a certain 
grand total at this time of $4,244,670. 

Dr. Dick Hyatt, King and ruler over lo- 
cal atmospherical conditions, sent word 
that he was heartily in sympathy with the 
Fair, but that he had unfortunately lost 
his grip on the rain valve and inadvertent- 
ly let a rainstorm down upon the city at 
a time most inopportune for the meeting. 
Or maybe it was opportune, for had the 
weather been fair there would have been 
such a crowd as to make necessary thé 
turning away of many. 

But the rain did not keep away euch a 
cheering, approving, enthusiastic crowd as 
St. Louls has seldom gathered _ before. 
Well, the crowd was for New St. Louls 
and the World’s Fair of 188. There were 
in the gathering gll the classés of reapec- 
tability that are found In the community. 

Millionaire mercharts and capitalists sat 
on the stage and cheered the Fair. Work- 
ingmen in blouces in the audience cheered 
back at them. Men of wealth howled sub- 
scriptions of thousands of dollars at the 
Chairman. Officers of labor unions shriek. 
ed hundreds in reply. Each man was 
every other man’s equal in the common 
cause. There was a monetary difference, 
but a unanimity of purpose and spirit. The 
butcer, the baker, the candlestick maker 
and the man who rides in a rubber tired 
carriage, were there and everybody sub- 
scribed. They all subscribed and all cheered 
for the World's aFir and New St. J.ouis. 

In a sentence, the meeUng assured the 
Fair, which entails the other advantageous 
results. It is certain that the $5,000,000 
which the people of St. Louis are asked to 
imvest will be subscribed ere May 1. The 
Federal Government will contribdte $5,00y,- 
goo. The city of St. Louls will contribute 
another $5,000,000, and the State of Missouri 
will give $1,000,000. This will furnish the 
$16 000, with which the gates of the grand 
expositi6n can be opened.

TITLE WILL BE RESTORED. 


NOW A WATCHMAKER IN A 
DINGY SHOP. 


The Strange Adventures of Count Ed- 
mond Von Larisch, Who Killed a 
Brother Officer in a Duel and 
Fled From Home. 


—_— 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—Count Edmund 
von Larisch is to-day working from dawn 
until jate at night in a dingy little shop 
at No. 23 West Houstoh street, where he 
is known as Edmund Heinecke, the watch- 
maker. 

In no long time he will be again a Ger- 
man nobleman, clothed in his titles and 
dignified by the rank he lost when he was 
exiled from his native land for a® fata! 
assault upon a superior officer. 

The German Emperor has sent word of- 
ficially that the Count is to be recalled 
from exile and restored to favor at his 
court. 

Count Edmund von Larisch was born on 
Feb. 8, 1843, in Castle Dernbach, Thuringin. 
He was the son of Count William von 
Larisch and his beautiful wife, Countess 
Antonette von Heinecke, and their large 
estates and rick copper mines on the 
borders of Silesia. 

When the Count was hardly 17 his mother 
died, confiding her son to the care of her 
intimate friend, the Grand Duchess Sophie 
of Weimar. . 

The Grand Duchess took the boy to 
Weimar, where he became a member of 
her family and where she watched over his 
education with solicitude. Association 
with the court and the care of his pro- 
tectoress gave him an elegance of manner 
and appearance that made him a favorite. 

After several terms at the Universities of 
Bonn and Heidelberg, Von Larisch received 
his commission as Second Lieutenant in the 
Fourth Uhlans, a crack cavalry regiment. 
The following year he was promoted to be 
First Lieutenant. His regiment was _ in 
garrison at Salzwedel, in the district of 
Magdenburg. The commander of the divis- 
ion was Count von-Ponita, a German noble- 
man of Polish origin. 

Von Larisch was beloved by his com- 
rades for his generous nature, his intelli- 
gence and brilliant accomplishments. As 
is usual with very young men, Von Larisch 
was sueceptible, and it was soon rumored 
that he had fallen desperately in love with 
the beautiful Countess von Anmin Boitzen- 
burg, whose estates joined those of Maj. 
von Ponita. 

It was the custom for the officers to meet 
in the Casino at Salwedel, and in the even- 
ing of May 22, 185, 
commanding officer were smoking 
cafe.

Without provocation, Maj. von Ponita 
made some remark derogatory to the char- 
acter of Von Larisch’s inamorata. Von 
Larisch was restrained by his friends from 
taking notice of the superior officer's 
words. 

On the following morning, during drill, 
Maj. von Ponita took* occasion frequently 
to reprimand Von Larisch without cause, 
obviousivy with the intention of irritating 
him-to a point beyond his control. 

Von Ponita succeeded at laat tn provok- 
ing the younger man beyond his end rane. 
As he uttered some particularly inaulting 
remarks, the Lieutenant threw his glove 
in tie Major's face, and the latter instant- 
Ty rushed at Von Larisch with his drawn 
sword, 

From the outset it was plain that Maj. 
von Ponita intended to make the fight one 
for life or death. At the first onslaught he 
tried to run his sword through his c<dver- 
sary’s throat, but the point of his weapon 
went too Ligh and wounded the Lieuten- 
ant’s eye, 

The second thrust was also aimed at the 
throat. This time the Major's sword struck 
Von Larisch’s mouth, hewing out several 
teeth, 

As Vom Ponita could not instantly with- 
draw his sword, Von Larisoh thrust his 
saber through the Major's breast. 

Count von Ponita fell from his horse, 
dead. The sword thrust in his heart set- 
tled accounts between inferior and supe- 
rior officers, 

Von Larisch dashed furiously away, and 
in the tumult escaped arrest. Urging his 
horse to the utmost speed, he reached the 
gate of a castle belonging to a friend, miles 
from the scene of the tragedy. The poor 
faithful beast fell dead as his master dis- 
mounted, 

Von Larisch told his story and was pro- 
vided with a new horse, his wounds were 
bound up and he managed to reach the 


frontier. 


In.the autumn of 186 Von Larisch, under 
the name of Edmund Heinecke, which he 
bears at present, sailed from on

in New Orleans after a long voyage.

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THE MOQUIS 


Secret Rites ef Fire the Wor- 
shipers of America. 


WHITE MAN INITIATED. 


THESE RED MEN BELONG TO A 
PAST AGE, 


In No Way Have They Changed Their 
Customs and Do Not Show Any 
Effect of Contact With 
Civilization. 


FORT WINGATE, N. M., April 22.—J. } 
Walter Feever, who has done so much to 
throw light upon the customs of American 
Indian tribes and supply the cOdnnecting 
links between ancient and modern red men, 
has at last succeeded in witnessing the 
secret rites of the fire worshipers of Amer- 
ica, the Moqulis. 

The Moqui Indians are the sole repre- 
sentatives -of what their sort of Indian 
was in past centuries. They are almost 
the same to-dey as when Coronado’s men 
found them early in the sixteenth century. 
in the village where Mr. Fewkes lived, 
Walpi, the houses are centuries old, lo- 
cated on the brow of a cliff hundreds of 
feet above @ great plain, and are not one 
jot different from thé dwellings that have 
occupied that site for perhaps a thousand 
tion. It is all alomg the lines of the In- 
dians ag one of them, and in thie isolation 
from the white folks has been alone, except 
during the latter years of his investigation 
when Mrs, Fewkes accompanied him, the 
first white woman ever looked on with 


favor by the Moqui race. 

The customs of their neighbors, the 
Apaches, as-wel as those of «the other 
Indian tribes with whom people are fa- 
miliar, are utterly wnilike the ways and 
habits of the Moquis. In the °80’s, when 
the white men'of science first visited them, 
the were still using stone implemenis 
and, in fact, living in just the way that 
we are taught the Indians lived when 
Columbus made his entrance on the scene. 
While history is unable to give any in- 
formation of the Moquis before the ad- 
vent of Coronado’s men, investigation of 
the Graces made by Mr. Fewkes furnishes 
conclusive proof that the symbols of the 
de ss as ancient oe sixteenth oen-

Wihile ‘Mr. Fewkes had no difficulty in 
witnessing a number of the Moqui cere- 
monies, he Was weil aware that there 
were very interesting secrets in connec.

Every effort he made to learn was check- 
mated, and he found that as an outsider 
he was at the end of his investigation. 


“I saw,” he said, when tellin - 
sult of his investigations, “that” oo 
through the priesthood I must get at the 
acts. The Moquis were distinctly fire 
worshipers, though unlike any 
the fire worshiping sect of which I ever 
heard. They created their sacred fire— 
this | knew—but' how it was all done was 
beyond me, It took a very long time, and 
the utmost care, to convince the Indians 
that I meant only good and that I did not 
Want to use the information 1 gained to 
their disadvantage. At last brought 


that I should enter their priesthood and be 
initiated into the secrets of their under- 

round temples, for the more important 
eatures of the Moqui ritual are performed 
in these caves. 


witnessed what to me was as interesting 
a thing as could be seen, of all the more 
interest because I knew that I was the 
first white man whom the Moquis had ever 
permitted to be present on such an occa- 
sion. To the Mogqui, fire is a living, 
breathing thing. Its creation is to him ex- 
actly the same as the birth of a child. It 
is a sacred creation, however, and the In- 
dian pays to the flame as great a tribute 
as he can conceive of—no one is permitted 
to light either a pipe or cigarette from it. 
And when you stop to think that with the 
Indian all things begin and end with a 
smoke you see the significance of his ac- 
on , 

“The ritual observed in the creation of 
the fire is so simple that it is impressive, 
The members of the priesthood present 
gather in a semi-circle in front of the al- 
ar, and the priest upon whom falls the 
uty of bringing the fire into being takes 
a notched plece of wood, and in that 
notch places a stick which nearly fills it. 
This stick he rapidly rotates. Directly be- 
neath the earth has been covered with 
shredded cedar. A hush that is impres- 
sive follows, nothing being heard except 
tho grinding noise made by the two pieces 
of wood. The friction of the wood is cone 
tinued for not more than a minute when 
a spark falls from the cedar, and then 
another. The blaze is instantly nursed 
and presently it is of sufficient size to per- 
mit a torch to be lighted from it. he 
sacred fire has come into being. 


“Then one of the priests is selected to 
earry the fire and the news from house to 
house. in every dwelling the squaws are 
waiting for him, the pile of fuel is ready 
and he lights it with his torch. The pro- 
ceeding is the same in every dwelling, and 
after a while every house in the villago has 
its fame, which will not be allowed to die 
out until summer comes. at is all that 
happens the day of the fire’s creation, but 
the day following is celebrated by proces- 
sions and incantations of various sorts, of 
a nature which does not permit o descrip- 
tion. It is all along the lines of the In- 
dian’s idea of the resemblance of the birth 
of the fire to that of a human being.

I 
rather doubt the truth of that statement, 
because I do no think the ordeal was very 
severe, jude! from what I had already 
endured. As it Is. however, I was enabled 
through my membership of the priesthood 
to na knowledge of the aboriginal rites 
that has hitherto been unknown to history.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, April 2— 
Polygamous Mormonism is triumphantly 
defiant. So secure of their power do the

of their faith. George Q. Cannon, once 
absolute master of Mormonism, who made 
and unmads prophets and apostles, and 
molded them to his will, is the latest victim 
of the Utah Juggernaut. Mr. Cannon's 
offense was in being too’ ‘riberal.”” He ad-

QUEEN REGENT APOLOGIZED. 


TWO HOURS SHE WAS ENTER- 
TAINED AT THE PALACE. 


The Dons Couldn’t Bear Her American 
Nationality and Showed It Un- 
mistakably—The Husband’s 
Statement.

LONDON, April 2.—Madame Nevada, the 
American singer, who was discourteously 
treated by her audience in Seville, Spain, 
writes for the Sunday Post-Dispatch the 
following account of the occorrence and de- 
scription of her visit to the Queen Regent, 
at the latter's request. Queen Christina 
expressed distinct disapproval of the con- 
duct of the Sevillamos and gave her, as a 
momento of the visit, a beautiful bracelet. 


“What first struck me with surprise was 
that no one returned our calls in Seville, 
though we were there for a week before 
the performance, as well as the fact that 
there was no mention of my arrival in the 
papers, though formerly I have received 
liberal mention. 

“As to the incident itself, everyone has 
asked me ‘was I not frightened?’ but fear 
was the only sensation I did not feal. 

“At the .—e— I was surprised. In the 
second act was disgusted, while in the 
third I felt the determination to get through 
it and show that I was really American in 
every sense of the word. 

‘I sang for my country. I did not realize 
that I was in danger until afterward, when 
I was told that people had been heard say- 
ing, ‘Vamos a matar todas’ (we are going 
to kill them). 

“A Spaniard afterward said to me, ‘You 
may thank your good fortune you are a 
woman, else there would have been nothing 
left of you.’ 

“I was all the more hurt because, after 
many years of almost idolatry, I found them 
turning their backs, and making sounds 
anything but musical, all because I am a 
child of the Stars and Stripes. 

“The Queen, who gent for me in Madrid, 
acted and spoke like a great woman. A 
queen she certainly is. 

‘She was very unhappy at the treatment 
I had received. ,.Her Majesty made me tell 
of the entire oceurrence, from beginning to 
end, and spoke in loud disapproval of the 
conduct of the Savillanos. I sang to Her 
Majesty from 9 to 11, After hearing me 
sing he exclaimed: ‘How wonderfully you 
are singing! You are in better voice than 
ever. How could the public treat you 80 
after hearing your voice? . 

“It was not an ordinary soiree when I 
met the Queen, but quite an official func- 
tion, at which princes of the court and va- 
rious dignitaries were present. 

“The Queen seemed to go out of her way 
to express disapproval of what had hap- 
pened. The next day when I was leaving 
for the station, Count Morphy, the Queen 
Regent's private secretary, came with a 
photograpg and a bracelet. which he 
asked me to accept as a souvenir of my 
visit. The bracelet is of gold, containing 
magnificent uncut sapphire set in diamonds, 
and was of great beauty and value. 

The following was the dedication in- 
scribed on Count Morphy’s hotograph: 
‘“T’ne gensibliite exquise, une charme eniv- 
rante dans la diction une voix pure et 
que vous favit—le tout dirige par une 
—de poete et de grande artiste—voila de 
portrait musicale de ma bonne amic Mad- 
ame Nevada Palmer J’ adore 1’ artiste et 
Je venere la femme.” _BMIMA NDBVADA., 

Dr, Palmer, (Mme. Nevada’s husband, 
gave the following statement: 

‘“‘At the hotel in Madrid when I haep- 

pened to say to the manager we were 
going out to Seville, he looked a litthe sur- 
prised and hinted that we should not be 
in hurry to go there, as there was some ob- 
jection on the part of the opera subscrib- 
ers to certain artists engaged. 
"We went on, and on arriving left cards 
as usual upon several Spanish friends, but 
to our surprise not one of them called on 
us, though it is a point of Spanish etiuette 
to repay a visit if possible before the vis- 
itor has got back to his home.”’ 

“The opera ‘Lucia,’ commenced at 8:30, 

but the house, excepting the galleries, was 
practidhlly empty—if I except the private 
police, whom one can generally tell by the 
canes they oarry, and who were evidently 
posted at various parts In the theater. 
‘The curtain fell on the first act amid 
dead silerce. So Mme. Nevada, as she came 
off the stage. began to be troubled, and 
the other artists, as well, began to ask 
what was the matter. 
“At this moment a diplomatic official 
appeared and explained the cause of the 
demonstration. It ‘was Mme. Nevada's 
American nationality. About 10 o'clock, 
after the entremate, the house filled up. 
but the whole second act was listened 
to in the deepest silence, a large portion 
of the audience deliberatey turning their 
backs on the stage, and not a sound was 
heard until the end, when a Spanish mil- 
staey gentleman came to the front of one 
of the procenium boxes and sald ‘brava’ to 
the orchestra. 

“Mme. Nevada, however, decided to fin- 
ish the opera, and when, as Lucia, she 
was goinggpff at the end, there was a sud- 
den irrepressible burst of applause, whith 
ceased as suddenly as it had begun. 

‘Then when she came back to acknowl- 
edge the applause the subscribers’ part of 
the house began to hiss, showing that 
though applauding the actresa, they were 
determined to prove their hostility to her 
as an American. 

‘‘Next day we returned to Madrid and the 
following morning received a message from 
the Queen Regent's private’ secretary 
Count Morphy, inquiring how long Mme. 
Nevada was @taying in Madrid. 

“On our replying that we would be there 
until! Wednesday another message came 
saying that the Queen Regent would be 
pleased to receive Mme. Nevada’ on Tues- 
day evening at 9 o'clock with music.”

He sold the cigars 
cheap, cause, not having to pay for rev- 
enue stamps, his expenses were reduced

“We shall exert every effort to appreh 
the guilty parties, if there are san’ in ‘his 
district.’’

JOLLITY AT A FUNERAL 


TWO THOUSAND INDIANIANS 
EAT, DRINK AND MAKE MERRY. 


WHITE OAK, Ind., April 22.—The strang- 
est funeral ever seen in this State took place 
here this week.

Bury me for two years in a si le vault, 
while my money lies at interest. nd then, 
when the two years’ time is up, hire brass 
bands, make a grand feast, open the vault, 
and with merrymaking follow my body to 
my, grave, where it will be interred. 

ayes was a prominent man in this sec- 
tion, and was favorably regarded by his 
fellow townemen. He lived to an ol e 
and when he died it was found that his 
estate was larger than any one had sup- 
posed. He was one of the richest men here- 
abouts. A part of his estate was 1000 acres 
of valuable timber and farming land. 

During his life he was very eccentric in 
his habits. He was very proud of the fact 
that for 50 years he was never seen in 

ublic without being gayly decorated with 

eautiful pictures and with ribbons of all 
colors and sizes. During his entire life he 
called himself ‘Pike County Bill Hayes.” 

He provided also in his will that the trees 
in the park where the body was to be 
Placed were to be decorated with red. white 
and blue ribbons; five platforms for dancing 
were to be erected; two brass bands were to 
furnish the mueic, and the persons present

OWN RECITAL: 


Tells How She Was Hissed in: 
Seville, Spain. 


QUEEN REGENT APOLOGIZED. 


TWO HOURS SHE WAS ENTER- 
TAINED AT THE PALACE. 


The Dons Couldn’t Bear Her American 
Nationality and Showed It Un- 
mistakably—The Husband’s 
Statement.

LONDON, April 22.—Madame Nevada, the 
American singer, who was discourteously 
treated by her audience in Seville, Spain, 
writes for the Sunday Post-Dispatch the 
following account of the occorrence and de- 
scription of her visit to the Queen Regent, 
at the latter’s request. Queen Christina 
expressed distinct disapproval of the con- 
duct of the Sevillamos and gave her, as @ 
momento of the visit, a beautiful bracelet. 


“What first struck me with surprise was 
that no one returned our calls in Seville, 
though we were there for a week before 
the performance, as well as the fact that 
there was no mention of my arrival in the 
papers, though formerly I have received 
liberal mention. 

“As to the incident itself, everyone has 
asked me ‘was I not frightened?’ but fear 
was the only sensation I did not feal. 

“At the poginning I was surprised. In the 
second act was disgusted, while in the 
third I felt the determination to get through 
it and show that I was really American in 
every sense of the word. 

‘I sang for my country. I did not realize 
that I was in danger until afterward, when 
I was told that people had been heard say- 
ing, ‘Vamos a matar todas’ (we are going 
to kill them). 

“A Spaniard afterward said to me, ‘You 
may thank your good fortune you are a 
woman, else there would have been nothing 
left of you.’ 

“I was all the more hurt because, after 
many years of almost idolatry, I found them 
turning their backs, and making sounds 
anything but musical, all because I am a 
child of the Stars and Stripes. 

“The Queen, who sent for me in Madrid, 
acted and spoke like a great woman. A 
queen she certainly is. 

‘She was very unhappy at the treatment 
I had received. ,.Her Majesty made me tell 
of the entire ocdurrence, from beginning to 
end, and \spoke in loud disapproval of the 
conduct of the Savillanos. I sang to Her 
Majesty from 9 to ll. After hearing me 
sing he exclaimed: ‘How wonderfully you 
are singing! You are in better voice than 
ever. How could the public treat you 80 
after hearing your voice? . 

“It was not an ordinary soiree when I 
met the Queen, but quite an official func- 
tion, at which princes of the court and va- 
rious dignitaries were present. 

“The Queen seemed to go out of her way 
to express disapproval of what had hap- 
pened. The next day when I was leaving 
for the station, Count Morphy, the Queen 
Regent's private secretary, came with a 
photograpg and a bracelet. which he 
asked me to accept as a souvenir of my 
visit. The bracelet is of gold, containing 
magnificent uncut sapphire set in diamonds, 
and was of great beauty and value. 

The following was the dedication in- 
scribed on Count Morphy’s pearens: 
‘“T’ne gensibilite exquise, une charme eniv- 
rante dans la diction ume voix pure et 
que vous favit—le tout dirige par une 
—Jie poete et de grande artiste—voila de 
portrait musicale de ma bonne amic Mad- 
ame Nevada Palmer J’ adore Il’ artiste et 
Je venere la femme.” BMMA NEVADA. 

Dr, Palmer, Mme. Nevada’s husband, 
gave the following statement: 

“At the hotel in Madrid when I haep- 
pened to say to the manager we were 
going out to Seville, he looked a little gur- 
prised and hinted that we should not be 
in hurry to go there, as there was some ob- 
jection on the part of the opera subscrib- 
ers to certain artists engaged. 

“We went on, and on arriving left cards 
as usual upon several Spanish friends, but 
to our surprise not one of them called on 
us, though it is a point of Spanish etiuette 
to repay a visit if possible before the vis- 
itor has got back to his home.” 

“The opera ‘Lucia,’ commenced at 8:30, 
but the house, excepting the galleries, was 
practically empty—if I except the private 
police, whom one can generally tell by the 
canes they oarry, and who were evidently 
posted at various parts in the theater. 
“The curtain fell on the first act amid 
dead silerce. So Mme. Nevada, as she came 
off the stage, began to be troubled, and 
the other artists, as well, began to ask 
what was the matter. 

“At this moment a diplomatic officia) 
appeared and explained the cause of the 
demonstration. It was Mme. Nevada’s 
American nationality. About 10 o'clock, 
after the entremate, the house filled up. 
but the whoie second act was listened 
to In the deepest silence, a large portion 
of the audience deliberatey turning their 
backs on the stage, and not a sound was 
heard until the end, when a Spanish mil- 
itary gentleman came to the front of one 
of the procenium boxes and sald ‘brava’ to 
the orchestra. 

“Mme. Nevada, however, decided to fin- 
ish the opera, and when, as Lucia, she 
was goingypff at the end, there was a sud- 
den irrepressible burst of applause, which 
ceased as suddenly as it had begun. 

“Then when she came back to acknowl- 
edge the applause the subscribers’ part of 
the house began to hiss, showing that, 
though applauding the actresa, they were 
determined to prove their hostility to her 
as an American. 

‘‘Next day we returned to Madrid and thea 
following morning received a message from 
the Queen Regent's private’ secretary 
Count Morphy, inquiring how long Mme. 
Nevada was staying in Madrid. 

“On our replying that we would be there 
until Wednesday another message came 
saying that the Queen Regent would be 
pleased to receive Mme. Nevada'on Tues- 
day evening at 9 o'clock with music.”

Shortly Before the Date Set 
for His Wedding. 


CHICAGO, IIL, April 22.—Love, romance 
and war—a story for Anthony Hope—are 
wrapped up in the case of Miss Linda C. 
Harris, a young English woman living at 
4628 Ellis avenue, and the late Capt. Phin- 
eas R. Starr of the United States En- 
gineer Corps, who was blown up with the 
United States snagboat John R. Meigs in the 
Gulf of Mexico last fall.

“The opinions handed on the 18th inst. 
by the 8t. Louls Court of Appeals tend fo 
preserve the harmony of our divorce laws, 
and ought to bring our Cireutt Judges into 
complete accord on this branch of the law. 
Within the last few years there has been 
considerable difference of opinion among 
the latter, shown by the difficulty of ob- 
taining a decree in particular divisions or 
rooms,

Man Sentenced to Hang, 
Thought He Was Guilty. 


NOW KNOWS HE IS INNOCENT. 


DIAMONDFIELD JACK’S FIGHT TO 
SAVE HIS LIFE. 


A Man Who Confessed the Crime Has 
Been Acquitted, Despite His 
Earnest Protestations That 
He Killed Two Men. 


GAN FRANCISCO, April 2\—Attorney J. 


W. Dorsey has been retained to press be- 
fore the United States Court of Appeals in | 
this city, the claims of “Jack”’ Davis of | 
Idaho, better known as ‘‘Diamondfield | 
Jack,” to a writ of habeas corpus which 
was denied the defendant by Judge Beatty 
of the District Court of Idaho, sitting in 


Boise City. 

Behind this simple statement of fact 

there is a story of the most extraordinary 
nature. 
“THamondfield Jack” has been sentenced 
to be hanged for a murder which he at 
one time believed he committed, to which 
another man confessed after Jack had been 
convicted and of which the other has been 
acquitted in spite of his earnest protesta- 
tions of guilt. . 

Mr. Dorsey’s connection with the case is 
the result of his acquaintance with and 
services for Sparks and Harrell, the mil- 
lionaire cattle men, in whose employ the 
man who confessed to the shooting still is. 
“Diamond Jack’s’’ ettorney in Boise City 
is James B. Hawley, one of the most fa- 
mous criminal attorneys of the Northwest, 
and the man through whom the prisoner is | 
now enjoying a respite, for he was to have) 
been hanged in February of this year. Mr. 
Dorsey, who has been recently to Idaho 
and has consulted with Mr. Hawley, tells 
the story of the case in outline as fol- 
lows: 


Jack Davis. or “Diamondfield Jack,”” was 
a professional bad man; a swaggering, blus- 
tering, shooting, reckless vaquero, though 
actually not half so bad as he believed him- 
self, nor the “terror’’ he professed to be. 
He obtained his sobriquet from the fact 
that ‘the spent part of his life in the dia- 
mond fields of the Transvaal. In 186 he 
strayed on to the cattle ranch of Sparks & 
Harrell. This range is one of the largest in | 
the world, being about 75 miles long and 580 
wide, and located on the Shoshone range of 
mountains in Idaho. * 

Immediately prior to the advent of “Dia- 
mondfield Jack,”’ there had been an agree- 
ment between the cattle and sheep men to 
respect one another's territorial bounda- 
ries. The sheep make the land on which 
they graze absolutely worthless for cattle 
raising, and there had been many battles 
between the herders and cattlemen all aiong 
the Shoshone range. A giant sheep herder 
named ‘Bill’ Tolman had caused the mes- 
sage to pass along the line of cattle camps 
that he would graze his eheep wherever he 
wished and would shoot anyone who Iin- 
terfered. The message reached ‘“‘Diamond- 
field’’ Jack, who sent a defi back that he 
would “wing’ Tolman on sight. The lat- 
ter heard of the threat, and one day in No- 
vember, 189, crossed the range into the 
camp where “Diamondfield’’ Jack was and 
entered Jack’s cabin. The vaquero was too 
quick for Tolman and the 
arm. 

When the news spread the sheep men 
were up in arms and “Diamondfield Jack 
fled to California. In February of the fol- 
lowing year he received word that Tolman 
had admitted that he was at fault and 
could not prosecute the case in the event 
that “Diamondfield’’ Jack desired to return 
to stand trial. 

On his way back Jack and a companion 
were traveling on horseback through the 

nake river district, in the eouthern part of 

ache County, Idaho, when they lost their 
way in a fog at night on February 8, 189, 
and etrayed into a sheep camp, where they 
were attacked by One of the dogs 
was ehot and the “ag men took up the 
fight. A fusillade, in which each man fired 
by the flash of his unseen opponent's gun 
took place, and the two vaqueros gallo

The bodiescwere identified as those of Dan- 
iel C. Cummins and J. C. Wiison. Both men 
had been shot to death. “Jack's” story was 
recalled and he was barely. saved from 
lynching. He was hurried off to Boise 
City, and after a more or less sensational 
trial in which eheep men and cattle men 
siruggled to get on the jury he was con- 
victed of murder in the first degree and 
was sentenced in January last to be hanged 
on Feb. 1 1899. 


‘“Jack’s”’ defense was that he had shot in 
self-defence and did not know that he had 
killed any one. An appeal to the Board of 
Pardons was vain; then the case was taken 
inte the Federal Courts with the result 
already told. 

Between the day of his conviction and the 
day set for hia hangi an extraordinary 
event happened. James Bowers, the Super- 
intendent of the vast Sparks-Harrell range, 
and Jefferson Gray, a half-breed Indian, 
went to Boise City and declared that they 
knew all about the killing of Cummings and 
Wilson, that the shooting did not take 
place at night on Feb. 2, but at noon on 
Feb. 4, and not at the sheep ranch, where 
the ng, en killed, but 15 miles away. 

Mr. owers told how he was traveling 
over the range, accompanied by Jefferson 
D. Gray, when he fell in with a couple of 
sheepmen, who were seated in a prairie 
wagon. The sheepmen invited the cattle- 
men to luncheon, and all four sat in the 
wagon, eating. After the meal a contro- 
versy sprang up over the old fued between 
the cattle and sheep herders. Suddenly 
Wilson sprang at Bowers and threw him 
over the side of the wagon, holding him 
in such a position that he could not reach 
his pistol. Gray jumped to Bowers’ defense 
and Cummings fired at him. Gray fired 
back at Cummings, who fell out of the 
wagon. Then Wilson turned on Gray, who 
shot him also. Bowers, in the meanwhile, 
had recovered to some extent from his awk- 
ward position, and, reaching his pistol, had 
discharged it, but could not tell from the 
oeition in which he still lay, whether he 
fad hit either man.

WORST SPOTS FROM INDIANA 
WEST TO KANSAS. 


Spring Seeding Is in Full Blast Now 
and a Large Acreage Will Be 
Sown, but Whole Crops Will 
Be Light. 


CHICAGO, April 2.—The prediction made 

a-week ago about the shortness of the 
winter wheat crop is fully verified by 
later reports. 

The failure of this year’s crop over large 
areas dates back to the severe weather in 
the closing days of December, when sero 
temperatures, following an open moist 
period, were experienced well toward the 
southern part of the belt. The ground was 
wet, and the severe freeze, without eny 
preliminary cold to harden the rankly 
grown plant, fsoze a few inches of the 
surface of the ground and caused heaving 


sufficient to break the lower roots, This 
experience was repeated in January and 
early February, and he result wae a large 
destruction of all except the top or sur- 
face roots. 

Had the roots been intact on March 1 
there would now be at least a normal 
wheat pros t. It wag the fallure to 
recognize the cullar character of the 
December and January freezing that mis- 
led most observers to base their early 
opinion of the wheat condition upon the 
weather of March alone. It may not be 
correct to say that wheat all right on 
March 1 is all right now, but it is gafe to 
say that the general status of the crop 
was fixed before that date. 

It is a peculiarity of crop reporting that 
when there is anything abnormal] in the 
situation the tendency of current, and espe- 
elally of local current opinion is to run to 
extremes. An unusually good wheat pros- 
pect is always over advertised, while a dis- 
aster is exaggerated. Now at local ob 
servers realize that the promise is bad, it 
is strongly probable that the reports will 
be colored more deeply than the actual 
facts justify. Attention is concentrated 
upon the district where failure is feared, 
to the exclusion of a proper recognition of 
the fact that the wheat area is so large 
and of euch widé geographical distribution 
that there is of necessity good as well as 
bad to be considered. 

At the present g@me the severe damage is 
well concentrated In the territory from Cen- 
tral Indiana westward to Kansas. The 
States in this district are to be credited at 
the present :time with about 12,500,000 acres. 
There is an area almost equally as large, 
including Ohio, the States of the Atlantic 
Coast, portions of Michigan and Indiana 
and the Pacific Coast, where the presept 
promise is fully equal-to or perhaps rathe 
above an average year. On some 4,000,000 
acres outside of the two districte specified 
there is nothing yet to indicate that any- 
thing especially difrerent from the normal 
prevalls. 


There is one feature in the present sit- 
uation, which, though pointed out April 1, 
seems to be yet generally overlooked. The 
winter wheat acreage was reported by all 
authorities as largely increased last fall, 
and as aggregating fully 29,000,000 acres. A 
good many current calculations of possibile 
crop results are being based upon this en- 
larged acreage. This is a serious mistake, 
as the damage this year is wirzrter killing, 
from which it follows that a certain per- 
centage of last fall's seeded area can no 
longer be reckoned as part of the year’s 
wheat breadth. |

That is wheat Gordon McKay did the other 
day when this beautiful former wife, the 
mother ef his two children, was married in 
this city to Adolph Von Bruening. 

She was the darling of McKay’s old age. 
As the .daughter of his housekeeper, she 
had grown to mature beauty under his 


ayes. He had raised her from a compara- 
tively humble position, lavished his wealth 
upon her and made possible her social tri- 
umphs in Buropean courts, 

His generous act in his lonely old age 

but characteristic, his friends say, of 
the man as his romantic, embitter life 
has revealed him. 

The other ators in this strange trio are 
also remarkable tigures, well fitted for such 
a strange, romantic tale. 

Von he is wealthy, having an in- 
come from his father’s iron mines and 
mills in’ Gérmany approximating $100,000 a 

ear. Formerly he was an attache of the 

eerman y in Washington. Now he 
is a member of the German BDmbassy in 
Constantinople. 

He was a hero in his college days on 
account of the many duels in which he was 
engaged, His face bears many scars of 
wounds received in these youthful encount- 


ers. 

Mrs. Von Bruening is accounted a typi- 
cal ‘American Beauty.” 

Since she secured. a divorcee in Rhode 
Island in September, 1890, Mrs. McKay has 
recieved, it is currently reported, the sum 
of $3,000 annually, the use of a cottage in 
Newport, adjoining ex-Governor Mort@n’s, 
and a richly furnished house in Washing- 
ton. . 

Gordon McKay, her former husband, is 

himself something of a character. More 
than twice as old as his wfe, he wns for 
ears her devoted cavalier, and royally he 
avished his wealth upon his young wife 
Yet he had all the thrift and honor of ex- 
travagance erent in the native New 
Englander. 
Mr. McKay owes his start in life to L. R. 
Blake of Abington. Blake in 1852 con- 
trived a machime for sewing, heeling and 
finishing shoes by machinery.

NEW GENERATION TAKING THE 
PLACE OF ARMY VETERANS. 


WASHINGTON, April 2-—The army 
register for 1899 has just been issued by the 
War Department, nearly two months be- 
hind its usual time of appearance, It Is 
dated Jan. 1, and of course has no hint of 
the changes due to the army reorganization 
act of March 2. 

Great changes are shown from the con- 
dition of the army at the beginning of 1898. 
Since that time two new regiments or 4r- 
tillery have been organized, causing great 
changes particularly for the first lieuten- 
ants of that arm of the service, some of 


whom had been waiting for captaincies w 
years since they left West oint. Then, 
under the old law, in°time of war two 
companies could be added to each infantry 
regiment, which was done when war was 
deciared. Also a secon 

to each infantry regiment. 

But it is wit the register of 1889 that 
the most interesting comparisons may be 
made. These 10 years have perhaps caused 
more sweeping changes among the officers 
than any other decade since the Civil War. 

To be sure, all the colonels are Civil War 
veterans still, but the fact that an occa- 
sional lieutenant-colonel and many majors 
of the new generation shows that the day 
of the veteran is passing, and that in a 
few years there will be no officers on 
the active Ist who served in that great 
struggle, except here and there, perhaps, 
some drummer boy or some one who man- 
aged to pass the recruiting officer near the 
end of the war in spite of his lack of 
years. 

To many it may be news that only of 
the 42 regiments are commanded by West 
Point Colonels (and one of these retired 
a few days ago). In 1889 there were 18 
West Pointers for the # regiments then 
organized, most of them_being graduates 
several years before the Civil war. 

Officers may be roughly classified ag fol- 
lows: Weet Point graduates, volunteers 
who received regular commissions quring 
or after the war, civil appointees and mon 
commissioned from the ranks.

One man would have been retired by reach- 
ing the age limit of 64 as a lieutenant, had 
not the President appointed him to a staff 
corps, just in time to prevent this. To-day 
only 28 of the 8 captains are veterans and 
four majors are West Point graduates of 
1866 


Ten years ago (there oemne then five - 
ments) the West Pointers Included all the 
colonels. three lieutenant colonels and 11 
of the 15 majors, but only 16 captains, in 
which grade there were 21 volunteers, 12 
from civil life and 11 from the ranks. Even 
among the first lieutenants there were 16 
voiunteers. 

To-day there are only 18 volunteers left in 
that arm of the service, and only 10 from 
civil life who saw war service; in the ar- 
tillery as @ whole 59 officers are civil war 
veterans (recent changes have reduced that 
number to 63) and 2980 are not; this ter 
number includes a host of second lieuten- 
ants commiasioned from civil life last year, 
many of whom will be transferred to the 
infantry and cavalry.

THE “TAXAMETER” CAB. 


It Is Expected to Obviate All Disputes 
Concerning Fares. 
Special to the Poat-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—The “taxameter” 
cab, which has just made its appearance 
in London, is expected to do away with 
all disputes oveT fares. ‘The taxameter 
consists of a small disk like a clock, fitted 
outside the window of the cab, It is driven | 
by clockwork and registere the distance | 
traveled, just as a cyciometer does on @ 
bicycle. 

Not only the distance is shown on thie c 
dial, but the fare, whether within or with- 
out the four-mile radius. 

When a passenger jumps into @ taxa- 
metered cab the driver sets the dial, and 
a little fag marked ‘“‘vacant”’ files down 
out of sight. When the end of the drive 
is reached, the passenger reads his correct 
fare on the dial. 

The instrument also registers the amount 
of the daily earnings, extras paid, journey 
made, and distance in miles since leaving 
the yard. The drivers are pakd a weekly 
wage and wear an attractive costume of 
brown driving coat and white silk coaching 
hat.

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THE MENACE OF MONOPOLY. 


One of the commonest arguments used by the defenders 
of the trusts is that the trust organization is @ legitimate 
development of modern business conditions, and is an inven- 
tion of much usefulness to society, because it combines the 
greatest economy with the greatest efficiency. 

The modern tendency is toward co-o operation, say the trust 
advocates, and the trust brings into advantageous co-opera~ 
tion all the manufacturing plants and commercial agencies 
in one line of industry and trade, thus greatly improving 
economies and efficiencies. It is to the advantage of con- 
gumers, they say, and point to reductions in the prices of 
trust ertiese as proof. The word trust is used to denote 

StS tions and all kinds of combines which bring the 
manufacture and trade of various lines under the directivn 
of one organization, and which involve monopoly. 

Viewed as a mere business organization, a machine de- 
vised ior the purpose of conducting industrial and com- 
mercial activities, this is true. Its advantages cannot be 
denied. If it were not an admirable business organization 
it would not now be so popular and we would not now see 
the Marvelously rapid growth of trusts. In commending the 
trust concentration of 4ndustry and commerce the socialist 
vies with the trust advocate. To the former it is the first 
step in the evolution of the huge governmental machine 
which he hopes to see substituted for the trusts when the 
people, ground to desperation by trust oppression, shall rise 


‘up and dispossess private owners. 


4. 


If there were assurfnce that tie benefits of the trust or- 
ganization would be shared equitably by all concerned—own- 
ers, employes, producers and consumers—there would be lit- 
tle objection to them, but there is no such assurance. The 
trust is not true co-operation for the benefit of all con- 
cerned. but concentration and combination for the benefit of 
the owners. There is no guarantee of a regulation of the 
trust so that any part of ite benefita-may be assured to any 
but its owners. On the contrary, two factors belong to the 
trust which niake it essentially an engine ‘of pes | and 
@ tremcndous menace to the people. 

1, Monopoly power. 

2. Political power. 

Monepoly is the object of trust organization. That is its 
prime advantage in the eyes of trust organizers. They want 
to crush out competition and secure combination for the 
purpose of controlling the production and sale of commod- 
ities. If they do not own the sources of production they 
hope to control them by the absence of competition and in 
the same manner to regulate prices to the consumer. 

But monopoly must be buttressed by political power. The 
one is a logical consequence and a necessary bulwark. of 
the other. Monopoly ‘thrives by oppression. It must be pro- 
tected against the oppressed. It must have the good will, 
if not the support, of the government. It must be guarded 
Q@gainst the adoption or enforcement of just laws. In this 
country it must control the will of the people or the acts of 
their governmental officers. 

It must either corrupt Legislatures and courts or control 
popular suffrage. 

We have abundant examples of thesformer means of pro- 
_teefing trusts. The Standard Oil trust has grown and fiour- 
ished on corruption. Congress has been dominated by trust 
influence. Tariff legislation has been devised for trust bene- 
fit. Trusts have fattened on taxation imposed upon the peo- 
ple by representatives elected by the people. Federal law 
officers are inactive in the face of an enormous growth of 
unlawful combines. 

, But there is a political menace in trust growth darker 
than the corruption of Legislatures and law officers. This 
la the corruption and control of the voters. Independent 
voters might drive out cvurrupt officials, but what if the 
yoters become dependent? The organization of every great 
trust adds more or less to the army of trast employes. In- 


~_ @ustriel and commercial dependence usually Jeads to politi- 


eal support. Employes who depend upon the trust for a 
living naturally become political] henchmen of the trust. 
Men do not vote bread out of their mouths by voting to 
destroy the monopoly by which they live. This is the genesis 
of political power. 

The government in the United States is ‘the will of the 
people. When the big central trust or group Of allied trusts 
controlling money, transportation, manufacture and trade is 
perfected it will control the professional men, agents, 
Clerks and workingmen dependent upon it. The trusts will 
be the government and nothing but revolution growing out 
of intolerable oppressior will overthrow them. 

This is the hope of the socialist and anarchist. Believing 
that the trusts will quickly bring unbearable tyranny lead- 
ing to revolution they watch their growth with joy.

THE UNITED STATES AN OBSTACLE TO PEACE. 


Gen. Henri Brialmont, a noted Belgian authority on mili- 
tary affairs, declares that the Czar’s peace conference ‘will 
come tc nothing: not because of Muscovite insincerity, but 
on account of the attitude of the United States, France and 
Germany, together with the arrogance of Great Britain. 

It must be confessed that Americans are not showing any 
Sreat love of peace. After all their boasts of the pacific 
mission of the United States, the sudden appearance of an 
imperialistic spirit is discouraging. 

But the worst of it is that it lowers the standing of this 
country in international counsels. Our moral influence {fs 
gone, leaving only the force which can be readily translated 
into shot and shell. In other words, we voluntarily surren- 
dered a commanding position. Europe woke up to a reali- 
zation of the great power of the United States when Admiral 
Dewey fought the battle of Manila Bay nearly a year ago. 
Had we then made it clear that the Americans made war 
only that they might have peace our preeminence would now 
be acknowledged. But we chose the other path, and find 
Ourselves, on the eve of the peace conference, discredited and 
distrusted. Other nations will not believe we sincerely desire 
universal peace while we are engaged in snatching territory 
on the other side of the world.

OVER HALF A MILLION. 


Exten of the Fraud in Revenue 
Stamps for Cigars. 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—The Internal 
Revenue Bureau has so far been notified 
of the discovery of over half a million 
cigars manufactured by Jacobs at Lancas- 
ter, Pa., and bearing counterfeit stamps. 
Three hundred thousand of these were 
found in Jacobse’ own factory, 70,000 in Ban 
Francisco, 82,000 in Philadelphia, 150,000 in 
Cincinnati, 1000 In Toledo and in the 
First New York district. It is believed that 
this amount will be largely increased as 
the search goes on. Orders have been is- 
sued to revenue agents to seize all cigars 
made at Jacobs’ facto wherever found, 
and later om they will sold at auction, 
the purchasers being required to restamp 
them.

HAS DONATED $12,000,000 FOR 
EDUCATIONAL PURPOSES.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Andrew Car- 
negie has probably given more money in 
his lifetime, for purely philanthropic pur- 
poses, than any other American. His gift 
of $1,750,000 last week to the Carnegie In- 
stitute, in Pittsburg, increases the sum of 
these variféug benefactions to nearly $12,- 
000,000. 

This great fortune has been distributed 
entirely within the last thirty years. 

Mr. Carnegie’s wealth has been vari- 
ously estimated at from $30,000,000 to $40,- 
000,000, so that about one-third, or consid- 
erably more than the Biblical one-tenth of 
his possessions, has been given away. 

The child of Scotch immigrants, he came 
to New York almost penniless in 1845. He 
was but 10 years old at the time, and his 
entire fortune consisted of $0, which he had 
borrowed from an uncle in Scotland.

«LONDON, April 22.—Not even the most 
eanguine of those concerned now expect 
any substantial progress to be made at the 
coming Peace Conference toward the dis- 
armament or even a suspension of arma- 
ments. The Czar himself and his entour- 
age are reported to have lost their illu- 
sions on the subject and it is said that the 
‘proceedings and treating of military and 
naval questions will be confined to the 


merest generalities. None of the decisions 
will be binding and even in the matter of 
international arbitration, if anything is 
agreed to, it will not be absolutely obliiga- 
ory. 
The British newspapers this week have 
warmly taken up the question of Emperor 
William’s choice of Prof. von Stengel] as a 
German delegate to the conference and, it 
is pointed out mat. 708 ng from his writ- 
ings, he is a declared ac vocate of war and 
not of peace. Therefore, the papers here 
confess to being non-plussed at his selec- 
tion and declare it is hardly possible that 
the German Emperor can desire the suc- 
cess of the conference if he maintains the 
nomination. 

Extracts from Prof. Von Stengel’s pam- 
hiet, ‘““‘Der Ewige Friede”’ (‘“The Everilast- 
ng Peace’), have been reproduced. Some 
of his references to America are decidedly 
interesting. After declaring that the Ger- 
mans, least of all nations, should support 
the “fantastic aspirations of the friends of 
peace, he says: 

‘The Americans, intoxicated with suc- 
cess, will strive more and more to become 
the dominant power and dictate their law 
. 4 Europe in any contest between America 

d KBurope. Shall Germany stand peace- 
fully on one side and bow humbly carere 
America? Certainly not. This is already 
impossible, because political dominion is 
also economic and Germany must be polit- 
ically and militarily powerful if she does 
not wish to go to economic destruction.”’

THE AMERICAN GIRL WILL RULE 
A PRINCIPALITY. 


Glitter of $250,000 of Vanderbilt 
Gold Hypnotized the Bavarian 
Prince and Mindelheim was 
Restored to the Eng- 
lish Duke. 


LONDON, April 22.—The Duchess of 
Marlborough is become a Princess. On 
April 27, William K. Vanderbilt's daughter 
will assume her new title, or rather, she 
will regain the old title granted by an Em- 
peror in old time to Jack Churchill, first 
Duke of Marlborough, for his prowess iB 
battle. The Prince of Mindelheim he was 
called, and his wife, Sarah Jennings, be- 
came the first Princess of that ilk. 

Later the title was taken away, Dut the 
Marlboroughs have continued to claim. The 
Duke has been called Prince of Mindel- 
heim in every British almanac of digni- 
taries; only Bavaria has not admitted the 
claim for more than a century. Next 
Thursday she will admit it. 

A Prince of Mindeltheim is not of the 
blood royal; Consuelo I. will not rank with 
Queens. Her husband’s exact title in Ba- 
varia will be ‘‘Fuerst.’’ Bismarck was a 
““Fuerst.’’ 

But Consuelo will become almost "4 
cial equal in Germany of lesser famffies— 
of the Hohenlohes, Hes~-es, Salms, Isen- 
bergs, Saya-Witgensteins and others, once 
sovereign houses of Germany before the 
days of the Empire, and still socially pow- 
erful. It cost 1,000,000 marks—$250,000 of 
Vandenrbilt’s money made by the old Com- 
modore who ran a rowboat as the first 
Staten Island ferry. 

Luitpold, Prince Regent of Bavaria, and 
legal representative of the insane King 
Orto, has the money. The house of Wit- 


telsbach has suzerainty over the province, 
but Marlborough and his wife, British 
subjects, are its prince and princess. The 
crown cedes to them the feudal lands, for- 
ests and castles in the province, and here- 
after the ‘Duke wiil have a seat in the Ba- 
varian House of Lords, the right to Keep 
a bodyguard, freedom from militery -ser- 
vice and exemption from taxation, the 
right to administer justice, to appoint 
mayors, clergymen, magistrates, teachers 
on police officers within the limits of his 
ef, 

Not that he cares for these rights—a good 
Englishman would rather be Duke of 
Marlborough than anything less than King 
of any other country. But’it makes him 
a prince and his wife a princess—the little 
principality of Mindelheim will go on just 
as before. The land he gets is worth but 
$30,000; it is the title that costs the rest of 
the 1,000,000 marks. But it makes Consuelo 
a woman of title on the Continent, where 
before she was a social nobody, thanks to 
German precedent. 

Though she is a duchess in England, Ger- 
man etiquette does not recognize a com- 
moner who marries into a family whose 
head is a duke. This is a morganatic mar- 
riage; the wife has no position at Court, 
and her children do not receive the titles 
held by their father. Such a rale does not, 
of course, hold good in Great Britain, where 
L-the Duchess of Marlborough takes rank 
with other peers and peeresses. 

On the Continent this is different. Think 
of a Vanderbilt eating at the second table! 
That is just what Consuelo, Duchess of 
Marlborough, would have been forced to 
do had she visited any court. There are 

lenty of other English families in the same 

at, according to Continental usage—the 
Duke of Fife, the Marquis of Lorne, the 
Tecks, son-in-laws, nephews and cousins of 
the Queen herself. When they visit 
abroad they dine with the higher gold-sticks 
and major domos, but never with royalty, 
as they do at home, although they have 
married into the Queen’s family. 

Now, the gallant young Duke never in- 
tended any such slight to fall upon his beau- 
tiful American bride. Though she was a 
commoner, he started right in after his 
wedding to fix things. 

He found that even titled Germans might 
be hypnotized by the glitter of American 
gold. So overtures were opened. 

Old Emperor Joseph, in 1715, falling out 
with the Duke of Marlborough, took back 
his grant, as if it hada by tied to it. 
Since then Bavaria has ruked Mindelheim. 

But the crabbed old Emperor couldn't 
take away the titles that went with it. The 
Marlboroughs didn’t give a fig for the prin- 
cipality in Germany when they had a 
Dukedom in Pngiand, and could go on using 
the title in England when they felt like

Baroness Hirsch 8o Wiils Her 
Great Wealth. 


$100,000,000 FOR THE POOR. 


NEW YORE sHARts IN THE I- 
MENSE FORTUNE.

Value of the Estate Estimated to Be 
$125,000,000, Four-fifths of 
Which Is to Be Devoted to 
the World’s Needy.

VIPNNA, April 22.—The will of the late 
Baroness Maurice de Hirsch, which, rumor 
says, gives $100,000,000 to charities, is not to 
be formally opened until May 1. All in- 
formation regarding it, obtainable here, 
comes from members of her adopted family 
at Brussels, and an intimate friend of hers 
in Paris, 

Although mention is made of bequests to 
the extent of $100,000,000 the actual bequests 
to charities, so far disclosed, aggregate 
only about $12,000,000. 

The late Baron left $124,000,000, of which 
$100,000,000 (in round numbers) wefit to chari- 
ties under his will, which is equivalent to 
the sum now alleged to bBave been (de- 
voted to charities, so probably there has 
been some confusion between the Baron's 
and the Baroness’ wills, as it is quite in- 
conceivable that her fortune can be 80 
gigantic as is now stated. 

The text of the will, if published in full, 
will be found, it is said, to contain passages 
of great general interest referring to Prin- 
ces and others in high station and others 
who were indebted to the Hirsch family in 
largo sums. 

The delay in publishing the text of the 
document undoubtedly is due to influence 
from the highest quarters here and in 
other Huropean countries. As under the 
Austrian law, there is no public right to 


inspect wills, it is quite possible that it 
may never see the light in its entirety. 

It has been remarked that the Baron and 
the Baroness in making bequests for French 
charities, in aH cases followed the policy 
of investing the principal sum elsewhere 
than in France, fearing that in an anti- 
Semitic uprising these might be diverted 
from the purposes intended. 

None of the beneficiaries here has yet 
heard of the benefactions except through 
the newspapers. 


The Baroness dispensed $40,000,000 of her 
husbands’ estate in charity during her life- 
time, and $20,000,000 is bequeathed to rela- 
tives.

Better Inducements Must Be Offered 
or Conscription Will Have to Be 
Resorted To.

LONDON, April 22.—England must pre- 
pare to make a big financial sacrifice if 
she wishes to avoid conscription in some 
form. 

The military authorities here are at their 
wits’ end to stimulate recruiting, which has 
shown a great falling off. It was de- 
cided recently to add another battalion to 
the Scots Guards, but so few recruits 
have come forward, that special permission 
has been obtained to enlist men in Ireland 
for this nominally Scotch regiment. 

But that is an old story, as there are 
almost as many Irishmen as Scotchmen in 
some of the most famous fighting Highland 
regiments. 

Despite all the fresh inducements of pay 
and pension recently offered, involving a 
large additional charge on the nation, the 
army is only getting the dregs of the pop- 
ulation. 

Scotland is especially backward. Even in 
Ireland it is harder to get soldiers than 
formerly. 

This state of affairs is attributed in no 
measure to the improvement in trade and 
the consequent satisfactory condition of 
the labor market, for it is a known fact 
that except in a few districts in the North 
of England, Englishmen rarely become sol- 
diers except through the want of employ- 
ment. 

It is different in Ireland, Dut there polit- 
ical feeling is a great drag on recruiting. 

The army reformers insist that the dif- 
ficulty can only be surmounted by paying

FRANK M. CANTER THE MAN. 


The Referee Gives His Weekly Opinion

KENTUCKY'S FAMOUS RACE. 


This Year It Looks as Though a Good 
Big Field Would Go Out After 
the Rich Prize. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 22.—Within one 
short week the Kentucky Derby situation 
has changed. One week ago, one horse, 
Manuel, overshadowed every other horse in 
the race and the indications were that not 
over six would go to the post. To-day: the 
prospects are for the most open race in 
years, with a probability of at least ten 
and probably twelve starters. On account 
of Manuel's accident he has been deposed 
as the favorite and Corsine now has the 


call. 

Even if Manuel starts, which he may do, 
he is certain to be in poor condition. ‘The 
latest reports from private sources state 
that Manuel's injury wtll keep him out of 
training for several days longer, thus leav- 
ing barely a week, if that, in which to 
recover the lost ground. That, as every 
horseman knows, is not nearly enough time 
to screw a colt up for a bruising race l:Ke 
the Kentucky Derby, so that even if he 
does start, the chances are all against his 
winning. 

As for W. Overton, Schorr’s brag colt, 
who was conceded to be next to Manuel, 
it is said that he can hardly run fast enough 
to keep himself warm, and the very fact 
that he was not started in the Tennessee 
Derby with only May Hempstead, The Ken- 
tuckian and Leoplanter to contend against, 
gives color to the statement. 

The Kentuckian, Simms’ high-class colt, 
who was only last week looked on as the 
only rival of Manuel and W. Overton, has 
done nothing to justify that opinion. In 
fact his miserable showing in the Tennes- 
see Derby makes him look very much iike 
a counterfeit. He has gone to the post 
twice this year, once in a six-furlong race, 
in which he showed no great speed, and 
once in the mile and an eighth Derby, in 
which he showed no staying qualities. 

The new Richmond in the fleld is Cor- 
sine, winner of the $8000 California D¢ 
Within two hours after the race was 
Ed Corrigan wired taSecretary Price of the 
Louisville Jockey Club: 

“If Corsine comes out of this race all 
right, I will certainly start him in the 
Kentucky Derby.” 

Qorsine’s race was a fine one. The 
start was fair, and Corsine stayed with the 
bunch. turning the mile in 1:42%. When he 
was given his head, in the words of the 
Racing Form, he “made the field look 
common,” galloping away from them with 
ease and finishing the mile and a quarter 
in 2:08% without turning a hair. e car- 
ried 122 pounds, the same he will have to 
carry in the Derby. It was a splendid per- 
formance, and if he repeats it on May 4, 
the horse that beats him will certainly 
win the race. The record for the Kentucky 
Derby is but a second faster than Cor- 
sine’s time.

The Crack Shots to Meet Here Before 
the May Tournament. 

Rolla Heikes of Dayton, O., and J. E. 
Riley of Kansas City, will meet in a live 
bird match at Dupont Park Saturday, May 
13, two days before the commencement of 
the 22d annual shoot of the Missouri State 
Game and Fish Protective Association. This 
is one of the most important events of the 
year in the shooting world. 

Heikes is considered by many to be the 
champion target shot of the United States 
and there are but few who are his superior 
as a live bird shot. He is one of the best 
known shots in the country and he holds 
several championships. 

J. Riley has beén prominent in the shoot- 
ing world ever since he was able to shoul- 
der a gun. In 1886 he was elected vice- 

resident of the Missouri State Gare and 

ish Protective Association and since that 
time he has done everything in his power 
to foster the sport. he high plane that 
the shooting sport occupies in the State of 
Missouri at present in a learge measure is 
due to efforts Mr. Riley has made to push 
it to the front. 

As a shooter he ranks with the best in 
the country amd with the exception of 
Champion Jim Eliiott, a reat many 
regard him as the best live bird shot in 
the West. In 189% Riley jumped into the 
State tournament held at Kansas City and 
captured the Kansas City Star Champion- 
ship Cup from a field of 4 of the best 
shots in the country. 

The match between Helkes and Riley will 
probably be for $200 a side and the loser 
to pay for the birds. 

This match will be the first ever shot 
over the new traps that are being placed at 
Dupont Park. These traps are the inven- 
tion *of Ed Fullford, the well-known 
shooter,-and they will be a novelty to 
every attending sportsman. 

They are made of heavy steel. The trap- 
per boys and pigeons are put in an under- 
neath trap, which is a pit six feet deep and 
sixty feet long. The traps are controlled 
by a lever, the slightest movement of 
which causes the trap to spring open in- 
Stansly and leaves the bird exposed to 
view. 

The noise of the trap scares the bird, and 
on seeing daylight all around him he takes 
wing immediately. is new system is 
calculated to make fast flyers out of birds 
that would be loafers if trapped from ordl- 
nary traps. 

J. J. Hallowell, the ‘*Tall man from Ari- 
zona,” has accepted the p@sition of man- 
ager of the May tournament.

The team shoof for the State medal is 
attracting 'a great deal of attention among 
the sportsmen of the State.

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TOD SLOAN'S RIDING 


IT 18 STILL THE CHIEF TOPIC ON 
THE ENGLISH COURSES. 


LAST WEEK A BAD ONE FOR HIM. 


The Last Few Days His Followers Are 
Said to Have Lost More Than 
$50,000 on His Mounts. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 22.—Tod Sloan has not 
been successful this week, and the bettors 
who follow him through thick and thin 
have been severely hit. Indeed, it ts said in 
the ring. Sloan’s following lost all it won 
last week and upward of $30,000 mare, 
_ At EDpeom last Thursday Sloan had a good 
chance on Fair Mile In the Metropolitan 
Stakes. Kut the track ts so intricate he did 
not dare make the runnipg; he was com- 
pelled to wait, and never got near the 


- .front. 


But the very next day he got off with 
a runaway win, on Sir James Miller’s Kor- 
oske. Never was more dashing, daring 
riding seen, The way in which Sloan 


hugged the rails ceming eround the dan- 


gerous Tottenham corner has never been 
equaled except, perhaps, by the late Fred 
Archer, the greatest horseman the English 
turf ever produced, 


Last Wednesday Sloan was disqualified on 
vou d'Or in the race for the Tidworth 


Plate. 

Then ng steered Wild Irishman in the 
City and Suburban and was unplaced. For 
thig race the American had wasted down 
to 8 pounds, gniy four over weight, He 
is in poor weight, and after wasting—a 
dangerous process, particularly in his 
weather—was so weak that t colt nearly 
threw him in the preliminary oanter and in 
the race was well beaten half a mile from 


home. 

vt was probably because of his condition 
that Sloan, both days at Epsom, rode al- 
most like the English jockeys. His stirrup 
leathers were lengthened, he sat nearly up- 
right. But next day, at Sandown, he went 
back to his own style and promptly se- 
cured the valuable Walton plate, 2- 
year-olds, on Vicenza. 

But Bloan's followers were hardest hit 
over the Tudor plate, in which he rode 
Mr. Huggins’ filly, Joli Tar, a hot favor- 
ite. Sloan's backers dropped more than 

00, and his riding vastly disappointed 
them. He got ehut in and instead of mak- 
ing a rush to get around on the outside, he 
waited until he was hopelessly beaten. To 
the amazement of his friends, the losers 
Sloan explained by saying indifferently: “I 
thought the other jockeys would let me 
through on the inside.” 

To the Wnglish jocke the American's 
defeats are ve grateful, but they com- 
plain more of what they call Sloan's “‘airg'’ 
than of his wins. he is “airy” he is as 
“airy’’ in defeat as in viotory. He still 
keeps up éxtraordinary style. 

He took a special train to the Lincoln 
races, although the biggest owners found 
the erdinary trein service good enough. 
And he engaged eleven rooms at the pal 2

Stocks Are Dull and the Speculative 
Movement Has Been Dragging 
the Past Week.

NEW YORK, April 2—The strongest 
features of the market today were the 
shares of the Southern roads, including 
Norfolk & Western, Southern Railway and 
Louisville & Nashvilla Southern Rallway 
preferred wag notably strong and active 
and the stock sold at the highest figures 
ever recorded for it. The stock was chiefly 
based on expectations of larger dividend 


returns this year. Other strong features of 
the market were Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 
the Denver & Rio Grande shares and Sugar 
Refining. Continental Tobacco was very 
active and advanced, notwithstanding the 
announdement of the proposed increase in 
the company’s capital stock. The anthra- 
cite coal stocks were inactive, but Jersey 
Central was steady on the privileges to 
be offered to the shareholders in cormnec- 
tion with the retirement of a portion of 
the eompany’s funded debt. 

Expectations of a favorable showing to 
be made by the banks in their weekly 
statement were the chief influence in_ the 
trading.

Many Delegates Will Be Ap- 
pointed From Missouri. 


A notable gathering of the .influentia! 
eommercial men of the West will be held 
in Wichita, Kan., on May 3l, continuing un- 
til June 4. At will be the tenth session of 
the Transmississippi Commercial Con- 
gress, which has for its object the pro- 
motion of business interests and the devel. 
opment of the resources of the States and 
Territories lying west of the Mississippi 
River and that part of Minnesota and 
Louisiana east of the river, and of the 


Bandwich Islands. 

The Governor of each State entitled to 
representation will appoint 10 delegates; 
she Mayor of each city within the district 
included may appoint one delegate and one 
additional delegate for each 5000 inhab- 
itants, provided no city may have more 
than 10 delegates; the executive officer of 
each county may appoint one delegate, 
and each business organization may ap- 
point one delegate for every 3 members, 

rovided that no such organization may 
and more than 10 delegates. 

The men to whom have been aseigned 
the subjects for discussion, have made na- 
tional reputations by practical work and 
laborious study of the several subjects as- 
signed them. It is expected there will be 
present, the President of the United States, 
the Governors of several States and terri- 
tories, and many of the members of the 
National Congress, both Senators and Rep- 
esentatives, as well as some of the lead- 
ng men from Hawall. Hon, Hugh Craig, 
the President of thie Congress, is ex-Presi. 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce of San 
Francisco, Cal., one of the most influential 
commercial bodies in the United States. 
The debates in this congress will be partici- 

ted in by the most eloquent orators of 
he West, 

Wichita, which has the honor of enter- 
taining the congress this year, promises a 
cordial welcome to all the delegates. Spe-

A CHICAGO WOMAN WHO FANCIES 
FELINES. 


MRS. LOCKE HAS A CATTERY. 


Beauties That Are Imported From tie 
Cat Club of Lady Beresford, 
London. 


CHICAGO, April &.—Chicago has a new 
distinction—the finest cats in the country 
are owned here. 

Mrs. Clinton Locke has made to her al- 
ready large collectton of felines five rare 
thoroughbred animals, imported directly 
from England. Mrs. Locke's cattery Is at 
2825 Indiana avenue. Every one is a rare, 
fancy ~bred ‘cat. The lot not only adds 
much to the value of the collection, but 
places Chicago at the head of the list as 
having the finest and rarest cats in the 
country. 

In this latest addition to the cats of Chi- 
cago.is a genuine royal Siamese male cat, 


probably the only one in the country. He is 
not merely a descendant of the royal Sia- 
mese animalgbut was born in Siam and im- 
ported directly from his native land. In 
addition to the Siamese cat there is a full- 
blooded white Angora with round, blue 
eyes. The fact that it has good hearing 
makes it a novelty and adds greatly to its 
value. Besides these there came a wonder- 
ful pair of pure black Angoras, which are 
rare in this country. The fifth animal is 
a fawn-colored Angora, algo a scarce ani- 
= in America, principally because of its 
color. 

All these cats were secured by Mrs. Locke 
through the Lady Marcus Beresford Cat 
Club of London. Mrs. Locke's daughter has 
been traveling in FPurope the last year and 
ome of the chief objects of her travels was 
to procure animals for her mother’s cat- 
tery. All the famous caiteries of England 
were visited and the finest animals that 
could be bought were taken up and brought 
to this country. With this latest consign- 
ment of cats to Chicago, the stock tn the 
city is made almost complete so far as va- 
riety and color are concerned.

POPOCATEPETL HAS MILLIONS IN 
IT FOR SOMEBODY. 


RICHES IN. SULPHUR BEDS. 


One Scheme for Working Them In- 
cludes the Building of the 
Longest Cable Line in 
the World. 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico, April 22.—Who 
wants to buy a volcano? Old Popocatepetl, 
guaranteed as to age and reputation, ig for 
sale. Gen. Caspar Sanchez Ochoa, o er 
of the property, has been negotiating with 
various parties for a year past for a trans- 
fer of his title for hard cash, but thus far 
no actual deal has been made. Henry E. 
Taylor, representing the largest sulphur 
concern in Great Britain, is in Mexico for 
the second time in connection with this 
matter, and reports say that he has made 
an offer of £50,000 for the volcano. 

The extraction of sulphur from Popocate- 
petl, Gen. Ochoa says, is bound to be very 
remunerative, provided proper machinery 
ls employed for that purpose. Sulphur is 
valved at from $3 to 40 a ton, and with 
proper apparatus for the mining and ex- 
traction the industry represents about 100 


per cent of profit. 
Jen. Ochoa is figuring upon the construc- 


tion of a cableway for the extraction of 
the sulphur deposits. Engineer Donald 
Stewart of this city some time ago pro- 
posed to Gen. Ochoa that a tunnel be driven 
from a point about 600 meters below the 
crater, to tap the bottom of the sulphur 
deposits. At that time Gen. Ochoa’s idea 
was to carry the cable line up to the peak 
and over into the crater, a project which 
was impracticable on account of the very 
slender support furnished by the narrow 
lips of the crater for the cable supports. 
Impressed with the engineering difficulties, 
Gen. Ochoa now approves of the plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Stewart, to tunnel the peak 
and to connect the mouth of the tunnel 
with the hainlet of Tiamacas. To make the 
eonnection between the tunnel and the pro- 
posed reduction works of Mamacas would 
require og =e ge & cable, the longest 
j in the worrd.

oh essential feature of the cable line, 
as shown tn the model, ts a single endless 
moving rope, with fixed clips attached. 
There is thus but one rope employed, and 
that-fope travels with the loads attached 
by a clip fixed to the rope. The ropewey 
is reduced to a minimum of simplicity. 

The en:ire clip can sustain a load of 
one ton without showing any weakness. 
Its only wearing point is the strap which 
encircles the cable. The strap is cheap 
and can be replaced with @ new one in 
about five minutes. The buckets to be 
used in carrying the sulphur are self- 
dumping, and are attached by a ball and 
hanger to the lugs of the clips by a bolt 
and nut. The oarrier or bucket weighs 
70 pounds, and its capacity is 20 pounds 
of ore. The load is fixed to the rope and 
travels with it.

DR. W. P .WILGON’S ADDRESS BE- 
FORE THE COMMERCIAL CLUB. 


—_——__—____—— 


HOW TO GET FOREIGN TRADE. 


Said St. Louis Was in the Van of the 
Procession as an Export- 
ing City. 


Dr. W. P. Wilson, director of the Pnhil- 
adelphia Commercial Museum and Director 
General of the Philadelphia Exposition for 
American Manufacturers, last night. ad- 
dressed the Commercial Club of St. Louis 
upon the work of the organizations with 
which he is connected. He said in part: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: The United 
States of America are entering now upon 
what promises to be the greatest commer- 
cial epoch in its history. For years and 
years the home market has been one of 
growing iptensity in its demands and so 
absorbent- that the producer of manufac- 
tured output has been well content in his 
endeavors to meet its demands. 

But some four or five years since, there 
came a new commercial phase over the 
history of the world. The Englishman had 
no thought but that the markets of the 
world outside of the “tight, little island’’ 
and America, belonged to him. But re- 
cently disturbed by the German in his com- 
mercial supremacy he has. been rudely 
awakened from his dream. Both have now 
learned that they must deal with another 
and with what promises to be the over- 
whelming factor in the situation, that is, 
the manufacturer of the United States. 


Almost without our knowledge, in many 
cases without the manufacturer most bene- 
fited knowing why, our export trade has 
increased to guch an enormous extent that 
last year we reached the second place in 
the total trade of the world, and ranked 
first as an exporting nation. Over twelve 
hundred million dollars of American prod- 
ucts were paid for by coin from foreign 
possets and of this enormous sum, three 

undred millions represent the product of 
American manufacturers’ skill and intel- 
ligence. 

And this growth has ‘been despite the lack 
of concentrated, systematic effort. Why 
has this growth taken place? Simply be- 
cause so far as food stuffs are concerned, 
the nations of the world must have our 
raw material. 

So far as manufactured goods are Con- 
cerned it has grown ‘because the foreigner 
has recognized that in nine cases out of 
ten the American manufactured article is 


the standard for quality. If he wants the 
best of its kind he has learned that it must 
have the word “‘American” attached to it. 
Thus, despite this intense competition; des- 
pite the comparative indifference of the 
American manufacturer due to his satis- 
faction with his own market, American 
trade has gone ahead by leaps and bounds. 

Nearly two years ago  S8t. uls 
was visited by a party of  busi- 
ness men from the Latin-American 
republics—Mexico, Central and South 
America—who spent several days in mak- 
ing tours of inspection through the great 
manufacturing establishments of the city. 
They were especially interested in St. 
Louis, becau this city is the principal 
western distributing’ point to Mexico and 
Central America, as we!l as to the great 
States of the Southwest. St. uis has 
the advantage over the manufacturing cen- 
ters of the Hast in having not only direet 
railroad lines to Mexico, but the natural! 
water way of the Mississippi to the Gulf 
of Mexico, providing low rates of transpor- 
tation direct to the ports of Mexico and 
Central America and the West Indies. 
The party of Latin-American merchants 
and importers who visited St. Louis in the 
summer of 1 traveled under the auspices 
of the Philadelphia Commercial Museum. 

In order to show the delegates from the 
sister republics the resources of the United 
States and the extent and variety of its 
manufactures, the Museum authorities ar- 
ranged a tour to the principal manufactur- 
ing centers of the country. St. Louis was 
the extreme western point covered by this 
tour. There are manufacturers in this 
city who were benefited to the extent of 
thousands of dollars by the visit of the 
party through securing contracts for the 
exportation of their products to, or the sale 
of their goods in, Mexico and Central 
America, 

The Exposition which St. Louis is pre- 
paring to hold in 198 will be, like the 
Columbian Exposition and those held at 
Atlanta, Nashvilie and Omaha, of a gen- 
eral character. Foreign governments will 
be invited to exhibit, and anything will 
be placed before the public which is sup- 
sed to be instructive or entertaining. 

he Philadelphia Bxposition, however, is 
wholly distinctive in fts character and it 
cannot be considered as a competitor of 
St. Louls. so far as this city’s projected 
Exposition is concerned.

UPPER REGIONS OF THE AIR. 


Unexplored Space More Interesting 
Than the North Pole. 

Above us there extends a vast unexplored 

space far more interesting from a scientifie 


point of view than the icy Tegions arou 
the north pole, says the Forum. No can 
can reach the limit of the upper regions of 
the air and live, unless he carries with 
him air to breathe and fuel to warm him; 
for at the paltry distance of ten miles above 
the earth the air is too thin to Support res. 

lration, and the thermometer would reg- 
ster far below zero. It would he a region of 
perpetual snow on a peak of the earth if it 
should rise to such a height. A person in 
a balloon could not hear a friend in a 
neighboring balloon, even if they were near 
enough to shake hands. There would be no 
medium for the propagation of sound 
waves. There would, however. still be a 
medium for the conduction of electricity— 
a medium, in fact. of great conductibility 
—aimost as good as meta!: and ft ts this me. 
dium, at even a less height, which Tesla 
proposes to use in his methods of transmit. 
ting power hundreds of miles through the 
air withcut wires. 

We live under a blanket of air which pro- 
tects ue from the extreme cold of outer 
rpace. This low temperature becomes evi- 
dent 14,000 or 15,000 feet above the surface 
of the earth, and would, as I have gaid 
reach a point far below zero at a height of 
10 miles. \At this height Wwe should no 
longer observe the twinkling of the stars, 
for this scintillation is due to the move- 
ments of our atmosphere, whfch at the 
height I have mentioned would be extreme- 
ly rarefied. If one could photograph the 
sun's spectrum at this altitude we could 
greatly extend our knowledge of the ahort- 
est wave lengths of light, for the atmos- 
phere completely absorbs such wave lengths 
as are concerned in the X-ray phenomena. 
That this abeorption really takes place carf 
be prexes in a laboratory. 

The heat and light which we receive from 
the eun are thus greatly modified by this 
blanketing layer of air. The long waves 
of the energy from the sun are called heat 
waves. The intermediate waves are termed 
light waves, and we receive these in full 
measure. The very short waves, however, 
are stopped by our atmosphere and are 
transmitted into—what?

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ilies of young Indians, from another tribe, 
to camp on their grounds. Towards them 
they display the greatest affection, but to 
strangers they are invariably tactiturn and 
cold. 

Their habits and crude hovels resemble 
those of the wild animals among whom 
they have lived; still they have their own 
ideas of law, and to these and the ancient 
rites of the Tanche they cling with tribal 
fanaticism. One of their customs as a 
tribe has beem the privilege of the daugh- 
ters, between the ages of 13 and 20, to 
sell themselves in marriage, the proceeds 
gcoing to the parents and no dowry to the 
wigwams of their lords. 

On a @6mall knoll in the center of the 
camp stands the oldest pow-pow wigwam 
in all America. It is circular, 78 feet in 
diameter, and the wails are of upright slabs 
four feet high. It was bullt 130 years ago 
from crude cedar carried 13 niles on the

backs of the braves and chopped out with 
stone axes. Originally the walla were seven 
feet high, but the structure has been moved 
three times and made smaller as the Tan- 
ches were gradually stricken down. Four 
huge logs, 14 feet high, support the center 
of the cone-shaped roof; and between these 
was built the pow-powfire on étate occa- 
sions, when the chiefs sat in council and 
watched the smoke curl up’ through the 
opening at the top. 

Here are kept the Sitinne gear—brignht 
caps of crow and yellow-hammer feathers 
and queer rattles of split sticks, Ata cele- 
bration the drum seems to have beeyg the 
main part of the entertainment, for itis a 
colossal affair of resonant boarde built overt 
a hole in the ground and operated by the 
stamping feet of the biggest buck In the 
tribe. During a dance the squawse were 
kept busy cooking, and the rule was eat and 
dance, dance and eat, unth In thelr fanati-

cal excitement the bucks, rolling like swine 
at a trough, shrieked, yelled and gorgecd 
themselves until they fell senseless—or 
dead. 

One of their odd traditions ts that gome 
day the dead Indians will all return and re- 
store the game, so ruthlessly slaughtered 
by the whites. Until that time arrives a 
beautiful Indian princess is supposed to 
come once a year to the council wigwam— 
called forth by horrible and mystical incan- 
tations—and advise them what to do that 
no famine may be visited upon them. 

Their cooking is tnteresting, although not 
particularly appetizing. Having no metal 
sauceparis, they use water-tight grass bas- 
kets. Into these they put acorn meal and 
water to the consistency of starch, then 
drop in hot rocks that gives the stuff a 
warm if not cooked taste.

Because he 
played a part in the romantic story of the 
misguided and unfortunate Archduke 
Maximilian of Austria, the European rep- 
resentative accorded to the United Stated 
have ostracized Senor ‘Azpiroz and lost no 
opportunity of letting him know that the 
Mexican tragedy of June 19, 1867, has not 
been forgotten. 
The part played by Senor ‘Azpiroz in the 
trial, conviction and execution of Maxi- 
milians, who had been sent by Napoleon 
III. of France to rule over Mexico as Em- 
peror, was the part played by a patriot. 
History records that during the whole of 
Mexico’s political upheaval and the inva- 
gion of her territory by French soldiers 
there was no feeling personally against the 
amiable, music-loving and artistically-in- 
clined Austrian prince, who had been be- 
guiled by the scheming French Bmperor 
into believing that he was the divine in- 
strument by which alone Mexico might 
take her place with the powers of Europe, 
as well as the Western Hemisphere. After 
the sentence of death has been passed upon 
the unhappy man it was still felt that he 
was only the tool of a designing monarch, 
but there could be no mediation. It was 
for him to die, and, convicted by the reas- 
oning and eloquence of the then young at- 
torney, Manuel Azgpiroz, Maximilian was

For two years I was Mexican 
Consul in San Francisco, resigning to ac- 
cept a seat In the Méxican Senate, to which 
I was elected in 1875, I retired to private life 
when Gen. Diaz established a new govern- 
ment,

her efforts in behalf of Maximilian. She 
mever had an official connection with the 
case, nor was she present at the military 
court before which Maximilian was tried 
and condemned.”

which are not occupied by the Queen at 
all; upon the royal parks, upon the royal 
yachts—from $200,000 upward—for the royal 
escort and for such other items as the 
salaries of the Master of the Tennis Court, 
Her Majesty's Limner, Historiographer and 
Warden of Regalia and Her 
Charities and Bounties to Indigent and 
Necessitous Persons in Scotland. 

The nation spends more than $3,000,000 a 
year upon the Queen; but nine-tenths of it 
spent in more or less foolish ways pre- 
scribed by custom; over but one-tenth of {it 
has the Queen any control. 

The private fortune of the Queen is, no 
doubt, In part made up from savings out 
of this 10 per cent unspecified, but there 
are other sources. 

So long as the Prince Consort was alive 
he received $150,000 a year, which payment 
lasted 21 years, ceasing with his death in 
1861. Prince Albert was not above speculat- 
ing with his money, and as men in the city 
were always glad to give him “tips,” he 
was generally successful. He left a con- 
siderable fortune to his widow. 

The Queen has received many other be- 
quests. In 184 a Mr. Neeld died and left 


her $2,500,000. Other money gifts have come 


her way, but probably far more have taken 
the form of jewels, plate, trinkets and 
costly trifles,the aggregate value of which— 
of course, not to be confounded with crown 
jewels—is estimated at more than $5,000,000.

DIFFICULT BNGINEERING PROB- 
LEIMS—At Panama the character of the 
Culebra Cut has been determined by tunnels 
and cuttings, and no further trouble will 
take place as the work proceeds. The Chag- 
res wiil be controlied by two dams, one to 
supply the summit level, the other to form 
a basis for navigation. The amount of flood 
possibilities, of water suppiy and all neces- 
sary data have been accurately determined. 
Comment: The engineering 4imit of open 
cutting is sald to be 65 feet. The Culebra 
Cut has a vertical helght and depth of 330 
feet. with corresponding chances of alides 
and washes. This is, however, a small en- 
gineering problem compared with the con- 
trol of a river like the Chagres, subject to 
sucden and tremendous floods. At Nica- 
ragua, if the company’s route is adopted, 
there will be nearly 100 dams, big and little, 
with a tota: length of eight miles, most of 
which will be of earth and clay, upon a clay’ 
foundation. If the compromise route bp 
adopted the number of dams and their 
he'ght will be reduced, but they will still 
be numerous. If the low-level route be 
adopted, (‘he earth embankment will be

Comment: This is but an extremely 
slight statement of the engineering diff- 
culties of the Nicaragua route. An ex- 
perience of fully 15 years on the part of 
the writer with loose rock dams faced with 
clay, even where tho height was very low, 
and consequently the pressure, compara- 
tively, very small, has shown that such em. 
bankments are entirely unreliable ar the 
heights required at Nicaragua to hold and 
resist the pressure of the waters contained 
in the canal. 

At San Blas there is absolutely but one 
engineering problem, if even that can be 
said to be such, and that.is the fact of a 
tunnel being required. With the reports of 
the geologist accompany :ng the Selfridge 
expedition before us, stating the backbone 
of the Cordillera to be composed of granite 
and trap, and with 1000 tunnels in all sorts 
of situations and material for alj sorts of 
uses, including canals, in use and active 
operation in the world to-day, a tunnel at 
San Bias would seem no longer to offer an 
obstacle or even a serious engineering prob- 
lem. 


RAINFALL—Maximum at Panama, nine- 
ty-three inches per year. Maximum at NIi- 
caragua, 6 Inches per year. At San Blas, 
being south and east of Panama, the shiek 
fall is probably less than at Panama. Com, 
ment: Inasmuch as the rivers at San Bilas 
are short, the rainfall has little effect. The 
principal river on the west being for the 
ma.n portion of its length merely an arm 
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of the sea, while at Panama, where the 
Chagres has a long course, the rainfall is 
of great importance, cavsing floods ang 
damage. The abnormal fall of over twenty- 
one feet of rain per year at Nicaragua, 
over a large basin, filling all the streams 
emptying into Lake Nicaragua, presents 
a problem in securing iis control and dls- 
pos'tion that may well stagger the most ac- 
complished board of engineers. 

CLIMATE—At Panama, deadly when tho 
surface ground was first opened up, but not 
abnormally unhealthy, now that the syb- 
surface excavation has been reached. At 
Nicaragua the climate, cn account of the 
prevailing trade winds, is at present 
healthy. Tae opening of the work may in- 
duce some fever. Save as regards the rain- 
fa!l of twenty-two feet per year, it is prob- 
ably preferable to Panama. At San Blas 
Commodore Selfridge’s expedition found 
the country healthy even at the bad season 
of the year. W:th less rainfall and no pos- 
sibilities of floods, the short distance of less 
than twenty-two miles between tide wa- 
ters renders the question of health a matter 
of small consideration. 

PROBABLE COST OF CONSTRUCTION" 
—F’anama Canal, estimated cost, based on 
four years’ survey by 150 engineers and in- 
dorsed by an international commission, in- 
cluding the chief engineers of the Manches- 
ter and Kiel canals, Is $102,000,000. 

NICARAGUA CANAL-—Various and wide- 
ly different schemes proposed, with a va- 
riation of 110 per cent between the highest 
and lowest estimates. The rank'ng engineer 
of the latest board places the ultimate cost 
at about $150,000,000. 

In the latest estimates, it should be men- 
tioned. the unit prices adopted are much 
lower for Nicaragua than they are for Pan- 
ama, where dredging, for instance, is esti- 
mated to cost 3 cents per yard, as against 
a few cents at Nicaragua. With this dis- 
parity in prices, it is likely the relative pro- 
portion of 1 to 1% In a comparison of the 
cost of the two schemes is approximately 
correct.

13,660 MILES ON SIX-MILES OF RAILROAD TRACK

For 26 Years He Has Been Making One Round 
Trip a Day and He Has Hauled 
2,372,500 Freight Cars. 


ENRY H. JOHNSON has hauled 
enough freight cars over a six-mile 
track south of East St. Louls to 

Teach a distance of 14,828 miles, To be ex- 
act, he has hauled 2,372,800 freight cars. He 
has worn out several locomotives. The one 
he is now using he has been pushing up 
and down the Conlogue branch of the Van- 
Gallia for eight years. This week the com- 
pany will give him a new one. 

Johnson has been with the Vandalla sys- 
tem 30 years. Since 1873 he has been run- 
ning on the little Conlogue branch, which 
extends from East St. Louls to the Mis- 
sour! Pacific ferry at Mast Carondelet. 

During that time, on that bit of track, 
he has traveled 113,880 miles. 

Each morning he boards his old engine 
and hauls a big train of Vandalia cars down 
the Conlogue road to the Missouri Pacific 
transfer dock at East Carondelet. There he 
remains all day, and when the two other 
engineers employed there bring down other 
trainloads Johnson switches them onto the 
big transfer steamers and they are carried 
across the river to the Missouri Pacific 
dock at the foot of Davis street, in Caron- 
delet, and from there distributed through- 
out the West over the Missourl Pacific line 
to a hundred destinations. 

All day, “every day and Sunday,” John- 
von remains there in the railroad yards by 
the river's edge, hauling cars up the steep 
incline or backing them down. At night he 
returns to ast St. Louis, and commences 
his day’s work again the next morning by 
hauling another big string of Vandalia 
care down to East Carondelet. 

This little plece of track is one of the 
most valuable pleces of railroad property in 
the United States in proportion to ite size. 
Without ft the Missouri Pacific and Van- 
dalia roads could not do business together. 

“I believe I am the oldest engineer in 
point of service on the whole Vandalia 
eysiem,” said Mr. Johnson. “I have been 
in its employ continuously for 30 years, 


“I have never missed a day. 


“I was born at Union, Ind., tn 1841. I 
commenced my career as a newsboy around 
the depot in Dayton, O. 

“At the age of 17 I became a brakeman 
on the Dayton road and worked in that 
capacity six years. I then found a berth 
in the cab of a switch engine and shoveled 
coal there until I had served a‘faithful ap- 
prenticeship. 

“In 1969 I became an engineer. 

“Two years later t was } married at Day-

ton, while I 
switch engine. 

“In 1873 the Vandalia purchased the little 
Conlogue Rallroad and I was offered a 
place as engineer. I accepted it, as the pay 
was better then what I was getting. I 
moved my family to East St. Louis, so that 
I could be at home every night, and I have 
been right here ever since—26 years. 

“All that time I have been hauling cars 
up and down this little track, and it is not 
the best track in the world, either. It was 
built years ago by a private ind!vidual and 
was never thoroughly remodeled. 

“IT average hauling 250 cars a day—one 
train in the morning and one in the even- 
ing—to say nothing of the scores of cars 
brought down by the other engineers, which 
I switch onto the transfers. 

“By a little calculation you can see that 
I have hauled 2,372,500 freight cars between 
East St. Louts and East Carondelet. Placed 
end to end they would reach cons‘deradly 
more than half way around the earth at 
the equator. 

“It seems impossible at first glance, but 
by making vne round trip a day on this 
little road I have traveled 113,880 miles in 
26 years, or 4880 miles a year. In other 
words, if I could start in at a point on 
the equator and keep on going unti] I had 
traveled 113,880 miles I would go around 
the world four t!mes and more than a half. 
ay, | have never belonged 
to a labor unidyt I have made out an ap- 
plication sever: and had it ready to 
send in when{ something occurred to pre- 
vent or cause me to change my mind. Yet 
I have worked for 30 years among union 
men and have never had any trouble, ex- 
cept about the uncoupling of cars. But 
that might happen to any engineer. If a 
man behaves himself and works faithfully 
I believe he will have no trouble in holding 
a position, providing he is capable. 


‘“My railroad exneriences have been few, 
although I have not found the life uninter- 
esting or monotonous, I was brakeman 
on a troop train during the Civil war, but 
was never near a field of battle, and saw 
nothing particularly exciting. 

“In all my 8 years of railroading I have 
had only one accident. That was when a 
terminal! train etruck my engine at a cross- 
ing in Bast St. Louis. It tore my cab 
away and injured my fireman, but I was 
not hurt at all. That was last January. 
Up to that time my record has been clear

“At another time when I was pulling a 
long train off the ferry, the rear car broke 
loose, jumped the track, turned over and 
fell into the river. The fireman had one 
leg out off, and got weil. Everybody ex- 
pected him to be killed. 

“In 30 years I have not had a vacation. 
I have never been sick, never was repri- 
manded and altogether consider myself 
very fortunate. 

“I have a wife and five children, and a 
happler family cannot be found in East St. 
Louis. 

“I have got so used to this old engine 
that I suppose I will have some difficulty 
in finding the levers on the new one the

company is go'ng to furnish me with. Run- 
ing this old «ngene is just like pulling a 
load of oats. I believe I could run her with 
my eyes shut. I have seen the new en- 
gine and she is a beauty, but I would rather 
keep th!s one if she wasn’t worn out. I 
have had her eight years.”’ 

Johnson is called ‘‘Doc” by his friends. 
He is an acknowledged authority on all 
matterg pertaining to the Conlogue Raill- 
road. He is known as a very careful en- 
gineer and one who thoroughly understands 
his business. 

Though 58 years old he fs still active and 
looks much younger. He is of slight frame | 
yet gives an impression of great strength. 


It Has Been Tendered to the 
Ohio Archeological and 
Historical Society by 
His Children. 


HE children of the late Rutherford B. 
fe Hayes, ex-President of the United 
States. have offered their old home, 
known as Spiegel Grove, near Fremont, O., 
to the Ohio State Archeological and Histori- 
cal Society on condition that a permanent 
fund of $2,000 be raised, the income thereof 
to be used for the proper care and preser- 
vation of the buildings and the historical 
treasures now contained therein. 

Spiegel Grove is @ wooded tract of 5 
acres near the lower falls of the Sandusky 
River, and is a point of great historical in- 
terest. It is an old Indian reservation, and 
was so occupied for a long period prior to 
the Revolutionary War. Just before the 
war of 1812 Fort Stephenson was built, and 
became famous through Maj. George Crog- 
han’s gallant defense of it against the 
combined attack of naval and land forces 
of Great Britain under Proctor and Indians 
under Tecumseh in August, 1813 

The tract, at the time of the Indian oc- 
cupancy, was uncleared, and much of it 
boggy. The dampness gave a peculiar lus- 
ter to the soll, and there were many places 
where one could see the reflection of his 
face almost as clearly as in water. This 
excited the superstition of the Indians, and 
lerende hung thick about the woods. These 
were handed down long after the cause for 
them had disappeared, and when the tract 
came into possession of Silas Birchard he 
named it Spiegel Grove, splegel being the 
German word for mirror. 

Silas Birchard was the uncle and guard- 
ian of President Hayes, and he occupied the 
place many years. When President Hayes 
retired from the White House he enlarged 
the house,.and it became the family resi- 
dence and continued so until his death. 
Since then it has been the summer home of 
his children and their families. 

Spiegel Grove and its buildings are in a 
perfect state of preservation, and all the 
valuable historic effects of President 
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Th: Hom: of The Late President Hayes. 


Hayes remain there intact. He was a 
great reader and a man of scholarly tastes 
and attainments. He acquired one of the 
finest libraries of American history owned 
by private individuals, and during his pub- 
lic life he preserved all papers and memo- 
randa in an orderly and accessible form. 


There are precious old prints and presenta- 
tion photographs; authors’ copies of fa- 
mous bovks; thousands of volumes of 
Americana; seals used by Lincoln and An- 
drew Jackson; Washington's rings; cups 
from Farragut's flagship; priceless auto- 
graphs and paintings of rare merit and his- 
torical interest. All of this material will 
be at the service of students’ and scholars, 
if this plan of the society can be carried 
out. It is certainly a rare opportunity, 
such as seldom comes to any State or or- 
ganization,

PREHISTORIC CITIES OF AN ANCIENT 


HB discovery of a prehistoric city in 

Arkaneas has just been announced. 

It extends through Desha, Drew and

When the learned men who came over 
from Spain to look upon the wonders that 
Pigzgaro and Corus had written about, 
asked the natives who constructed (these 
great walls, they anewered, “They were 
here when our fath«ers came.’ Yet, al- 
though the people of Mexico knew nothing 
of the existence of the Peruvians, there 
must have Deen a time when the same 
manners and customs prevailed over the 
whole vast region from the Rio Grande to 
Cuzco and Quito, and many of these had 
survived the passing of centuries and the 
breaking up of the unknown empire. Mon- 
tesuma never dreamed of the existence of 
Athahvelpa; yet beth were sun 
ers and the builders of temples much 


in architecture. 

In both countries the method of comm 
cation between different parts of the em- 
pires was the same. There were royal run- 
ners with purple threads bound about their 
foreheads, who dashed over smooth roads 
with the swiftness of the wind from post- 
to posthouse. There were immense 
forests, cloud-capped ranges 
and limitless salt deserts be- 
tween Mexico’ and Peru, and yet the in- 
habitants of the two countries were 5% 
much alike that it was difficult for the 
Span'tards to believe there was Ho inter- 
course between the two nations. Any 
familiar with the subject is forced to the 
conclusion that there must have been 
time when the sun worshipers of Mex 
and the sun worshipers of Peru were ruled 
by one grand Ince. The ruins echo that It 
was long ago—certainly before old Eneas 
was singed by the flames of Troy and pos- 
sibly at a time when no human tongue had 


spoken the story of Eden.

Jefferson was fond of garden! ng and made 


a careful note of the growth of his yene- 
tables and their first appearance in the 
spring, July 15, 1772, he wrote, “Cucumbers 
came to table,” and added a week later, 
“Had the last dish of our spring peas.”” 
He seemed to be particularly fond of peas, 
often marking the advent of spring by 
recording the eprouting of the delicious 
garden vegetable. Cucumbers also were 
favorite dainties and “watermelons from 
our patch” made the final day of a month 


memorable. 

During the writing of the famous declara- 
tion, its author lodged in Philadelphia et 
the house of a Mr. Graaf and took his 
meals regularly at “Smith's City Tavern,” 
where he rigidly maintained the simplicity 
of price and choice assocated wi his 
name, ' i dled 

In June, 1789, while in Paris, Jefferson 
wrote of a dinner to be given in his honor 
by Lafayette, On the I4th of that month, 
in a letter to his daughter Martha, he said: 
“Hurry the making of your gown and also 
your riding cote. You will go with me 
geome day next week to dine at Marquis 
Lafayette’s.” 

Martha. with her own hands, made the 
gown and coat she wore at that Jefferson 
banquet. 

Gouvernor Morris, under date of Jul 
1789, wrote of a Jefferson dinner. He 
“Go to Mr. Jefferson's to dinner. A ] 
party of Americans, and among them 
sieur and Madame de Lafayette.” 


In 18% Daniel Webster, who had dined 
with Jefferson many times, wrote of him: 
‘His diet is simple, but he seems restrained 
only by his taste. His breakfast is tea or 
coffee, bread always fresh from the oven— 
of which he does not seem to be afraid— 
with sometimes a slight accompaniment of 
colé meat. He enjoys his dinner well, tak- 
ing with this meat a large proportion of 
vegetables. He has a strong preference 
for the wines of the continent, of which he 
has many sorts of excellent quality.” 

Jefferson never indulged in ardent epirits 
or’strong wines. While in France he ac- 
quired the taste for light wines and ew 
enthusiastically fond of olives. He Was 
passionately fond of figs and mulberries 
and was partial to rice, having introduced 
upland rice into the South in 179. It was 
at that time that he wrote: ‘The gréat- 
est service which can be rendered any 
country is to add a useful plant to its pul- 
ture, especially a bread grain.’

Fhe 
Clinical history of all cases in which this 
kind of rupture has been sustained differs 
Benerally only in the intensity of the symp- 
toms. Briefly enumerated they are, pain, 
‘@igsiness, sometimes severe inflammation

tery discharge, which, as the inflammatory 
Process continues, becomes pus-like.

More alarm than the others is a condition 
tn which the patient's cranial cavity feels 
‘as though it contained air, instead of brain.

Much of the injury done to it is due to a 
forceful compression of the air, caused by 
the palm of the hand, a book or a boxing 
Glove striking the outer ear. The drum, 
Deing unable to withstand the pressure, is 
usually ruptured. 

Physicians should acquaint parents with 
the dangers attending this form of chastise- 
ment and should take to task the peda- 
gogue who persists in venting his ire on the 
@efenseless children by boxing their ears. 
Only too often such cases are neglected by 
parents who resort to home treatment, 
Which, in these cases, Is not only of no 
Avail but often productive of much harm. 
Children as a rule are reticent about telling 
of their suffering, for fear the stern parent 
™ay administer another whipping, and 
often bear the pain with a fortitude worthy 
of a better cause. Thus the attention of the 
parents is not attracted to the trouble un- 
less by accident and by this time the 
purulent discharge is usually well under 
way. 

As to treatment, a few words will suf- 
fice. Rigid cleanliness is the first desider- 
atum. When pus is coming from the ear 
Sanal ite Tiow should not be hindered by 
Plugs of cotton... Free drainage is most es- 
#ential. The ear should be irrigated three 
or four times daily by someone who is com- 
petent to do this and no medictpes such as 
laudanum or sweet oil should be dropped 
into the ear at any time. It is best not to 


treat cases of this sort unless it be under 
the instruction and on the advice of a phy- 
Sicilian thoroughly familiar with this line of 
Work, as overtreating a case is almost as 
bad as neglect of it. Aside from this, the 
Sense of hearing is too valuable to risk the 
loss of it, by depriving the sufferer of 
Proper care and attention.

the blood vessels and breaking loose floats 
down through the large veese's till it gets 
stuck in the small ones, when it breaks the 
vessel and causes an apoplectic stroke on 
an occasion of some excitement due io al- 
coholle or other excess. 

The symptoms preceding the stroke are 
very few. Persons feel indisposed and not 
up to thelr usual standard. 

When the blood clot that is caused by 
undue exc’tement presses down on the brain 
unconsciousness and often a partia) paraly- 
sis results. But if the clot is formed in 
the spina! cord, instead of the brain being 
affected the lower limbs are usually par- 
alyzed. 

The probability of permanent recovery is 
small. A fair per cent get. partially weil, 
but a farge per cent do not recover at all 
and after a period of from twenty-four 
fours to several weeks die. 

Treatment should be of the expectant 
kind, that is, treating the symptoms as 
fhey appear. Any* excitement should be 
avoided and perfect quiet given the patient. 
The medicines used in such cases are bro- 
mide of potash, fluid extract of ergut an 
fluid extract of passificra-incarnata and 
other sedatives that w ll control the circuia- 
tion. 


SUPERFLUOUS HAIR.

»¥ UPERFLUOUS or aberrant hair is one 

S of the things that nearly all of the 

animal kingdom has to contend with. 
Naturally it is most annoying to the hu- 
man species, and especially to woman. 
The bearded woman one sees at the mu- 
seum is one on whom the disease—for such 
it can be termed—has developed’ the ab- 
normal growth. ” 

But the aberrant growth is not Confined 
to the face. Often times it follows the 
spinal column down the back and it has in 
many cases covered the entire body with 
as thick a covering of hair as that on the 
head. This aberrant hirsute growth is not 
confined to either sex, but it is more notice- 
able among women. 

The hair has’ even been known to grow 
on the eye balis. This is no very infre- 
quent thing In calves. But there is no 
case on record where there was any growth 
of hair below the last joint on a persons 
finger. Hair grows freely on. the tip of 


many a person’s nose, but never on the 
palms of the hands nor the soles of the 
feet. 

This undesired growth can be prevented 
only by one means—electrolysis. One will 
find this a difficult task to perform by 
one’s self, but the dermatologist will do it 
comparatively easily and without much at- 
tending pain. He will use a fine needle 
connected with a negative pole. Hold this 
in the hand in a bow! of water connected 
with a positive pole. Pass the needle along 
the hair to the bulb or root and the electric 
current, which will not be severe, will 
kill the aberrant hatfr. 

REMOVING MOLES.

NE. of the little unpleasant things 
() about life, especially to women, is 
the mole, and yet moles can be 
easily removed. It is not necessary to use 
a knife or othér painful methods. Carbolic 
acid will do the business nicely. Shave a 
toothpick to a fine, needle-like point for the 
instrument. Dip the point in carbolic acid 
and apply to the mole, taking care not to 
touch the acid to the skin elsewhere. This 
application need not be made oftener than 
every three or four days. Under this treat- 
ment the mole will gradually disappear. 
The akin beneath will be left clear and 
healthy. 
EAR TROUBLES.

HE lodging of a foreign body in the 
iy ear is often not only a cause of great 
annoyance but a source of absolute 
danger. Physicians are called to attend 
such cases much oftener than a layman 
would think especially in spring and sum- 
mer when the air is full of the little green 
bugs which swarm around the gas and 
electric lights. The safest course is to call 
a physician at once but sometimes the pain 
ia so intense that Immediate home treat- 
mrent is necessary. A remedy which has 
been tried with success is warm milk if 
caused by an insect. The milk shold be 
poured in the ear at intervals of two or 
three minutes. If a solid substance is to 
be removed forceps should never be used 
except by an experienced physician. A 
small syring is preferable. The best sub- 
atances to inject into the ear ts sweet oll. 
If that is not at hand turkey or goose oil 
may be employed with success.

A CURE FOR OBESITY. 


HILE general exercise is valuable 
W it is not alone sufficient to aid 

those who are too stout, partiou- 
larly those who are annoyed by embon- 
point, but specific motions are necessary. 
Here is a simple exercise which works 
wonders, according to Harper’s Bazar. 
It must be performed with tha corset and 
long skirts off. Assume a perfectly up- 
right position—that put the heels to- 
gether, the arms by the eide and the head 
high, and the spine curved to throw the 
chest out and the hips back. Then touch 
the floor in front of the feet with the fia- 
ger tips without bending the knees. Rise 
to the standing position and repeat fif- 
teen times. If there ts much fatigue raise 
the arms over the head before descending 
to soothe and stimulate the nerves of the 
back. This simple exercise has been known 
to reduce the weight twenty pounds in 
three months, the greatest effect being over 
the abdomen. 

At first there will be a difficulty in reach- 
the floor without bending the knees, 
this can be overcome by persistent 
effort. which adds interest to what might 
eeem monotonous and meaningless. Drop 
the arms and by a series of up-and-down 
motions, like pumping, the tense muscies 
of back and thigh will relent and the hands 
get near to the floor.

There {s one point that I would like to 
impress most emphatically on mothers, or 
whoever may have the care of a child's 
teeth, and that is that the first four per- 
manent teeth, called six-year molars, make 
their appearance before any of the tempo- 
rary ones are removed. Too often these 
molars are neglected, because of the er- 
roneous belief that they whl be replaced. 

The influence a g00d set of teeth 
not only as regards personal appear- 
ance, but also the general health, cannot 
be over-estimated, and is in fact, seldom 
appreciated until they are at least marred 
if not destroyed. ‘The order of eruption of 
the permanent or second teeth is as fol- 
lows:

Unfortunately, there are two errors most 
common among the people. One is; too 
much reliance upon the dentist to save your 
teeth. This is beyond his power. His de- 
sire to do «0, or your dependence upon him 
to do so may be equally great, yet azsist- 
ance will be all that he can render. The 
physician's services are valuable in curing 
diseases, but he cannot always prevent 
their attack upon you, further than advis- 
ing you to guard against them. A dentist’s 
services is In special cases most valuable, 
especially when sought early. But much 
depends on your own care of your teeth 
and the most faithful dental service can- 
not always save for you that which your 
neglect or ignorance has almost lost. 

The second error is the belief that much 
annoyance can be avoided by replacing the 
natural teeth with artificial ones. No mat- 
ter how beautiful and how useful these 
substitutes may be, and I fully appreciate 
their great value, yet I must say that I 
believe for convenience and health, an ar- 
tificial limb could ‘be better substituted for 
a natural] one than an artificial set of teeth 
for the natural organs of mastication. 

In the present day dentistry has so far 
advanced that the art and sciencé of it 
can, except in rare Gases, save a tooth, 
the protective and restorative treatment 
being of so great a variety as to cover al- 
most any case. 

The foremost and most prominent dental 
operation is, of course, the filling of teeth. 
A competent dentist performs this task so 
skillfully and, in fact, it is the study, labor 
and pride of his professional life, the glory 
of his handiwork. ‘More than any other 
labor of his previous life, has this cost 
him many hours of patient thought and 
skillful appliance. 

At the present time filling of teeth is a 
positive means of preserving them against 
further decay and gold has been found to 
be the best substance for this purpose. 

If when a tooth is in the condition of the 
one represented in Fig. 1, that is, merely 
the enamel worn through, it be filled, it 
will save great suffering, time, and I dare 
say, an expensive dental operation, as that 
which avould result from neglecting the 
tooth until it is in the cendition shown in 
Fig. 2, where the decay has already touched 
the pulp or nerve. 

A word to the wire is suffictent, therefore, 
do not neglect the persistent use of the 
tooth brush, and I would further advice 
visits to a competent dentist at regular in- 
tervals during the year and the benefit 
which you will receive thereby will more 
than compensate you for your trouble, by 
the amount of pain and expense it wil] save 
you in later years and the added beauty to 
your personal appearance. 


ELECTRICITY FOR STINGS. 


COORDING to Dr. Friedlander | of 
A Wiesbaden, Germany, electricity is 

an antidote against stings of insects, 
His pian is such cases is to apply a con- 
stant current and to place a negative 
cathode on the spot stung by the’ insect. 
Galvanization produces a rather strong’sen- 
sation of burning, but at the same time 
the pain from the sting disappears, and if 
the electricity is applied very soon after 
the wound has been infilcted there is little 
or no swelling. The current, however, 
does excellent service even if it be not 
applied until after some time has elapsed, 
for it removes the pain and also quickly 
reduces the swelling. The suppositivun ts 
that the poison which the insect has in- 
jected through the skin, is neutralized and 
rendered innocuous by the current. Dr. 


Friedlander has repeatedly made experi- 
ments of this kind on persons who have 
been stung by bees and wasps, and has 
invariably found them successful. He 
naturally believes that a similar result 
would be obteined in the cages of persons 
stung by other insects.

Rev. Thomas C. Hanna Could 
See Himself Apart From 
Himself, and Was Able to. 
Decide Which On: of 
His Selves He 
Would Be. 


EV. THOMAS C. HANNA had three 
personalities. He was able to rec- 
ognize each of them distinctly. Al- 

though in the most intense agony of mind, 
he had the power to say which personality 
he would choose, and after great suffer- 
ing he finally merged himself back into 
the old personality—his true self—from 
which he had been divorced by accident. 

This all sounds strange enough. Yet it 
is trye. The case has attracted wide at- 
tention from the medical fraternity in the 
Bast. The patient has been under the care 
of Dr. Boris Sidis in the New York State 
Hospital. 

Mr. Hanna is a young preacher. His 
family history, physically speaking, is ¢x- 
cellent. He has strong will power, is 4 
university graduate and is highly ambi- 
tious. His home’‘is in Plantville, Conn. 


April 15, 1898, he fell from a carriage and 
was unconscious two hours. When he 
“came to” he was like a babe just born. 
The accumulated knowledge and experience 
of his 2% years had been swept away ina 
twinkling. He did not know himself. He 
had no conception of former friends. He 
had lost the power of voluntary activity. 
Movements attracted his involuntary 4t- 
tention, and he followed them with his 
eyes, just as a baby does. He had lost all 
comprehension of language, speech and 
thought. 


He had to learn all over again. 

This he did after the mannér of an in- 
fant. His mental power was intact, and 
this helped him wonderfully. 

In a few weeks he had a fairly clea 
of his environment, and could talk 
tle. More slowly he learned to read and 
to write. He asked the meaning of words 
continually, and his a  c’s were thase of 
a child that as yet had siight knowledge 
of form. He could make the dharactérs as 
well with one hand as with the othe . He 
had become ambidextrous. Before the ac- 
cident he was not. 

Though his scholarly attainments and his 
higher scientific and linguistic acquire- 
ments were gone from him to all intents 
as absolutely as though they were the 
property of another person, the machinery 
of his mental processes was in splendid 
working order. In a few weeks he had 
learned to speak fiuently and correctly. 
He passed through the stages of develop- 
ment of an infant. He traveled the same 
route, but his pace was swift. bah ctad were 
as weeks with him. 

His fine intelligenoe convinced Dr. Sidis 
that Mr. Hanna’s former personality still 
lived—that the accident had not crushed it 
to death, but rather had dissociated it 
from the rest of his conscious life; hidden 
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depth, where # exerted a great influence 
on the new personality of the patient. 

The doctor determined to tap this sub- 
consciousnéss. He began with dreams. 
Every morning he asked his patient to re- 
call the visions of the preceding night. 

“I have two kinds of dreams,” said Mr. 
Hanna. “Some are clear and others are 
not. I can recall those that are not, but I 
cannot see them well, while I can see the 
clear dreams perfectly well even now.” 

The distinct dreams were the common- 
place dreams of everyday life, of no im- 

portance for the doctor’s purpose, but the 
indistinct dreams were significant. They 
were glimpses into the patient’s subcon- 
scious existence, where lay the memories 
of his former life. Subsequent inquiries 
proved ‘them to be so. The patient did not 
recognize them as past experiences. To him 
they were extraordinarily vivid dreams, or 
visions that came into his present life 
without any hint as to their source. He 
recalled the pictures in his dreams, the in- 
cidents and the names of persons. These 
arose from his split-off subconscious self, 
wherein lay the memories of 2% years of 
life. He tried to build them up into an in- 
telligent idea, but within the narrowed cir- 
cle of his new life, comprising a much 
smaller field of experiences, there was 
nothing for these dream pictures to rest 
upon. The proper names, for fhstance, that 
he thus recalled were without significance 
to him. His parents or his friends recog- 
nized them after, for they had the advan- 
tage over tthe patient in knowing some- 
thing of his past life. 

Desides investigating the patient’s dreams 
Dr. Sidis tried what he characterized as 
“hypnoidigzation.”” This was the process: 
He asked Mr. Hanna to close his eyes and 
then to keep as quiet as possible, without, 
however, making special effort to remain 
still. While the patient sat thus, or per- 
haps lay, the doctor had someone read or 
sing, and asked Mr. Hanna to attend to 
the recital. The entertainment over, he 
would ask the patient what thoughts had 
come to his mind as he listened. 

Dr. Sidis says that at such times his pa- 
tient would recall names of places and of 
persons, and phrases, sentences, whole 
paragraphs even, from books fotally 
lapsed from memory and in languages 
that were strange and meaningless to him. 
Indeed, the flood of memory frightened 
him occasionally. He said it seemed to 
him as though someone else had control of 
his tongue. 

The result of these experiments was s0 
gratifying that the doctor called in Dr. 
Goodhart to assist in re-establishing the 
link between the former life and self-con- 
sciousness of his patient. 

The two doctors sat by the patient’s bed- 
side watching for dreams. The first night 
they were not successful, but the second 
night they did better. Dr. Goodhart took 
notes and Dr. Sidis insinuated himself by 
means of questions into the patient’s mind 
and led him on to reveal the inner work- 
ing of his subconscious mental] conditions. 
The patient acted and lived through expe- 
riences ‘he had forgotten long before. He 
did not know at all what Dr. Sidis was do- 
ing, but, as if answering his own thoughts, 
he told of that life which in his waking 
state he knew nothing about. In this way 
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the doctors learned whatever they desired

SMALL WOUNDS. 
By Dr. Henry J. Scherck. 
EW people properly appreciate the 
F care that should be given to small 
wounds of the hands and feet. For 
example, cuts, tears and splinter wounds 
of the extremities and the accidental cut- 
ting of the “‘quick”’ after paring corns too 
closely. In many instamces serious results 
follow the absorption of septic matter, 
which may cause sores, extensive inflam- 
mation and even blood poisoning. 

The practices so often indulged in by 
some people of putting cob-webs and other 
strange material on cuts is about the worst 
thing that could be done, for such ma- 
terial is as a rule but a collector of dust 
and dirt. Putting this on an open cut gives 
it the very best chance to become absorbed 
and cause trouble, 

When one receives such a wound the first 
and main object is to secure absolute 
cleanliness. Washing the wound carefully 
in clean water is the very best way to 
attain that result. If one has convenient 
a little pure carbolic acid, the addition of 
a-tablespoonful to a quart of water will 
be of benefit. Next bandage the wound so 
as to exclude any poisonous material from 
tlre outside. 

Be sure that the piece of linen or cotton 
used is clean, preferably. fresh from the 
wash. Avoid using pieces of cloth torn 
from goliled clothing. Before allowing any 
one to dress or wash the wound see that 
he washes his hands carefully in soap and 
water. 

If these little hints be observed many 
disagreeable results will be avoided. 

RAILWAY SURGERY.

UBLIC attention should be aroused

prepared to give proper ald to the 
injured tin case of rallroad accident. Sur- 
gical materials should be quickly available 
for the emergencies of railroad traffic. 

It it a notable fact that in England, 
France and Germany railroad employes are 
being instructed how to administer relief 
when no physician is at hand. That the 
system is worthy of emulation in this 
country goes without saying. 

“I understand the management of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad 
is @bout to start a systematic course of 
instruction in the principles that underlie 
the giving of medical and surgical first aid 
to the injured. 

It is to be hoped that other raliroads 
will recognize the precaution as a duty they 
owe the traveling pwblic.

The greatarmy of chronics, rheumatics 


and others, are invariably thoroughly dis- 


gusted with internal medication without 
seeing any perceptible benefit therefrom, 
and hail with delight anything which 
does not need this mode of treate 
ment. The beneficial effects of heat, 
whether dry or molest, has been 
known from time tmmemortal, but the 
method of application at first wag very 
crude and unsatisfactory, as the heat wae 
not continuous nor sufficiently high to be 
of much benefit In chronic cases. 

The vapor baths of recent years marked 
a rapid stride in the right direction, but 
here again objections were found, as it wad 
unable to get the temperature above a cer- 
tain degree, which was not high enough in 
@ great number of cases. 

Within the last year or so the attention 
of the medical profession has been centered 
upon a practical method of applying heat 
in a dry form, and as a result a great num- 
ber of pronounced incurable cases have been 
cured, or greatly benefited thereby.

A BARON WHO SCORNS A TITLE. 


R. JOHN CONTEE FAIRFAX, who 

l) lives in Maryland a dozen miles 

from the city of Washington, is a 
member of the Ponglish peerage and is en- 
titled to call himeelf Baron, yet he spurns 
the title and wishes he had been born plain 
John Smith. Hie is recognized by the 
House of Lord¢e and his brother noblemen 
as one of themeelves, being duly recorded 
in the peerage record as the Right Honor- 
able John Contee Fairfax, eleventh Baron 
Fairfax of Cameron, and male representa- 
tive of the famous parliamentary generals, 
the second and third Lords Fairfax. The 
title is recognized by the British Govern- 
ment and in further acknowledgment of his 
noble birth and Uneage Dr. Fairfax of 
Marviand is frequently in receipt of im- 
posing official communications from Eng- 
land emblazoned with the name and seal of 
Her Majesty, Queen Victoria. 

“T am a descendant of the Lords Fairfax 
who settled in Virginia in the seventeenth 
century and for whom Fairfax Courthouse 
end Fairfax County were named,” said Dr. 
Fairfax. 

“Thomas, the eldest son of Lom Henry 
Fairfax, the fourth Baron of the line, mar- 
ried one of the Colepeppers (the family 
name is now called Culpepper) and through 
her acquired a magnificent estate, including 
Leeds Castle in Kent, in what is called the 
morthern neck of Virginia, and 300,000 acres 
in the picturesque Shenandoah Valley. The 
sixth Baron Fairfax turned over his estate 
to his brother Robert and went to live in 
Virginia. He built two colonial mansions, 
Relvoir and Guernsey Court, and lived in 
baronial style as the HMeutenant of Fred- 
erick County. He died unmarried in 1793 
and his brother succeeded as seventh Baron 
Fairfax, but left no legitimate descendants. 

“The result was that the English proper- 
ty passed by will to the female heirs, the 
Martin family of Leeds Castle. Title and a 
very small portion of the American prop- 
erty passed to a cousin, Rev. Bryan Fair- 
fax, great-grandson of the fourth Baron. 
This clergyman went to England in 1800 
and secured ae confirmation of his titles by 
the House of Lords. His son Thomas, ninth 
Lom Fairfax, resided at Vaucluse, in Fair- 
fax County, Va. He died in 1846 and was 
succeeded by his grandson, Charles Snow- 
den Fairfax, tenth Baron, whq was after 
ward Clerk of the Bupreme Court of Cali- 
fornia. 

“A set of resolutions was adopted by the 
Supreme Court on the occasion of his 
death. 

“T evas born in Virginia, September 13, 
1830. When I was a boy the family moved 
to the heights of Georgetown, D. C., where 
we resided several years. There I attended 
the public schools and received special in- 
struction preparatory to entering Prince- 

‘ton. After being graduated from Princeton 
T took the medical course at the University 
of Pennsylvania. After returning home I 
established a good rural practice and 
looked after it faithfully until a few years 
ago. I now spend most of my time on the 
estate with my family, my aged mother 
‘and a few colored servants. The house in 
which I live is 20 years old. It is @ pe- 
cullar structure of more than a hundred 
feet frontage and about 90 feet deep. The 
roof is low, so that the rooms on the second 
floor are just about half as high as those 
on the first floor. A great wide hallway 
divides the house in the middle, so that 
when one enters the front door to the right 
is the parlor, to the left are the dining 
room, pantry and kitchen, while all the 
upper floor is reserved for sleeping apart- 
ments and storerooms. 

“My estate consists of 700 acres. I bought 
‘it from the descendants of Gov. Spriggs, 
once Governor of Maryland. According to 
all accounts the place has deen in the hands 
) of only two families in over 200 years. The 
place was originally deeded to Gov. Spriggs 
‘by Lord Baltimore, before the end of the 
geventeenth century. 

“In front of the house is an Osage orange 
Rree, which woodmen calculate must be at 
“least 200 years old. 

“I bave eix living children. My sons, Al- 
bert, Kirby, Fairfax and Charlies Edmund 
Puirfax, are in business in New York. My 
daughter Josephine became Mrs. Tunstall 
Smith and resides in Baltimore. Her sister 
Caroline is with her. Mary Cecelia is the 
Principal teacher at Mrs. Whitmund’s 
| Young Ladies’ Seminary in New York. 
My youngest daughter, Frances Marvin, is 
‘eompleting her education in New York.

HE term ‘tay preacher” is, or, at any 
4) rate, ought to be, a misnomer. The 
Christian work of the layman can- 
not, if effective, be Mmited to preaching. 
In Christian work that has definite resulis 
for ite one purpose, preaching comes to b® 
only one of the many means to a much 
greater end—the relief of auffering, the con- 
quest of sin, and the uplifting and enlarge- 
ment of the scope of human lives. ‘Thy 
kingdom come” is its battle cry. The only 
legitimate purpose of Christian effort is to 
deal with existing conditions and individual 
lives in the spirit and Dy the power of 
Jesus. 

The field of the Christian layman fa, firat, 
the poor. Poverty and its attendant evils 
is the child of sin—sin both of the poor 
themselves and of the rich, who, by thelr 
scifishness and indifference, have allowed 
poverty to become euch a widespread and 
destructive condition. We have all come 
to realize that the poor have been too long 
forwotten, and that the problem confront- 
ing -#ociety to-day ia the social problem. 
We are also rapidly coming to realize that 
the only enduring social reform will be the 
coming of Christ's kingdom among men. 
It is verily the DHullding of the house upon 
the rock—when men will learn to apply the 
teachings and the power of Jesus to ex- 
isting conditions, concrete «in and the ev- 
ery-day trials and difficulties ow irre. 

The Christian layman, by reason of his 
financial independence, is able to direct his 
efforts where they are most needed. In 
the face of a general sentiment of indiffer- 
ence that is almost incomprehensible, hé 
can, and usually is obliged to, pay the ex 
penses of his work himeelf. The layman's 
opportunity la immensely enlarged by the 
fact of his independence, and the further 
fact that he can feed the hungry, clothe 
the naked, and, what Is yet more import- 
ant, put men and women in a position to 
help themselves. 

It is not to be assumed, however, that 
the usefulnees of the Christian lay worker 
is limited to the poor. He ought to be ar 
exponent of practical Christianity, and hie 
influence ought to extend to every class and 
condition. There is no doubt but if ther?

men engaged inactive Christian work the

The Acts of the Aposties recites many in- 
stances where the deacons and elders, and 
also the disciples, holding no official posi- 
tion In the ohurch, took every opportunity 
offered to preach concerning the risen Lord, 
From that time, even to the present day, 
it hag been counted not only a duty but an 
honor for Christian men and women to 
herald the tidings of salvation. Indeed, 
where we find one ordained minister of the 
gospel, we find @ score or more of abie and 
efficient @unday-school teachers, superin- 
tendente of Sunday-schools and presidents 
and members of various denominational 
societies bearing ‘witness, tio the best of 
their abilities, to the riches of the gospel 
of Christ. 

Besides this mighty host of laity preach- 
ers there are thousands of men and women 
who labor with untiring zeal and energy 
in our numerous downtown missions, in the 
foreign field and elsewhere. 

The regularly ordained minister of the 
gospel, having been fuliy prepared for the 
work he has undertaken, enjoys a great 
advantage over the layman preacher. Min- 
isters of the gospel also have the advantage 
of an opportunity of visiting the members 
of their congregation, and a sufficient time 
to prepare carefully the sermons which 
they deliver on Lord's days and at other 
times. 

The (New Testament Scriptures clearly 
teach that it is geod for men to conse- 
crate their lives wholly and entirely to the 
ministry of the gospel, and they further 
teach that they should receive adequate 
compensation for their time and labors. 

However, there are certain conditions 
under which consecrated men and women, 
who have not received this epecial training, 
and who do not expect any remuneration 
for their services, can do efficient work in 
proclaiming the gospel. The advantages 
under which they labor are as follows: 

First—They are of the people; there lives 
are lived on the same plane upon which the 
peopie to whom they minister live; they 
are, by experience, acquainted with all of 
the trials, difficulties and temptations un- 
der which the people to whom they mih- 
ister aré passing from day to day, and, 

refore, are betier acquainted with their

everyday needs, 
itual. 

Second—Recelving no compensation for 
their services, it is prima facie evidence 
that they are not performing their self- 
imposed tasks for any hope of earthly gain, 
Their words are received by all who hear 
them, as from the heart, and expressing, to 
the best of their ability, the blessings and 
hope that they have found in the gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The Apostle Paul seems to have under- 
stood human nature well enough to know 
that he could do a far greater work by not 
receiving from those to whom he min- 
istered any compensation, although he ac- 
knowledges that it would have been per- 
fectly right for him to have received it. 


Since then the world has seen a number 
of preachers who have followed his ex- 
ample in this, and I believe without excep- 
tfon their ministry has been greatly blessed 
of God. I call particular attention to one 
whose life and works have come under my 
observation, namely, the lamented Alex- 
ander Campbell, whose beautiful and con- 
secrated life and whose scholarly address- 
es and publications have greatly enriched 
the Christian world, His services, through- 
out a long and honorable life, were ren- 
dered gratuitously. 

Iam not quite sure but that another ad- 
vantage most preachers among the laity 
enjoy over their brethren of the clergy is 
their absolute freedom of speech and 
thought and ‘their independence, Unfortu- 
nately, in some of our denominations, 
preachers are not given the liberty in this 
direction that they would like to have, 
and I believe in many instances their 
work is greatly hampered and retarded. 

Anywhere upon the face of the earth 
where there are men and women who have 
never ‘heard or obeyed the Gospel, I con- 
sider that a consecrated layman has as 
much right to preach the Gospel as an or- 
dained minister. There is a very large and 
inviting field for such consecrated labors 
in the eastern part of St. Louia I refer es- 
pecially to that eection lying between 
Twelfth street and the Levee. The churches 
in this district served by ordained ministers 
are very few, and when you consider how 
much of the city’s population is crowded 
into this same district you will conclude 
that there ig room and material for over a 
thousand orf more preachers of sOme eort, 
elther from the laity or clergy. 


Church contributions are so small be- 
cause so many people have little or no in- 
terest in religion. I have noticed that peo- 
pie contrfbute Ifberal sums of money 
where they are most interested. The ma- 
jority of people spend so much upon them- 
selves, not only for the necessities, but for 
the comforts, luxuries and pleasures in 
this life, that they have very little left to 
contribute elsewhere. With very few excep- 
tions, I am sorry to say, this refers to those 
Christians from whom much ought to be 
expected. I do not know why this condition 
exists, except that I believe the churches 
are not @ling the mission that they were 
designed to fill. The principal reason most 
persons have for joining the church and at- 
tending services is that they hope thereby 
to be saved hereafter. 


It requires only @ casual reading of the 
New Testament to convince anyone that 
members of the church should take a keen 
interest in each other. This implies a 
mutual helpfulness, which unfortunately 
does not obtain to any noticeable extent 
in the churches of to-day. The test of dis- 
cipleskip was given by the Master himeeif 
in these words: “By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, tf ye have 
love one to another.” Love for another 
means very much, It means an interest in 
the welfare of another, which not infre- 
quently demands @ sacrifice; and when the 
time comes that such practical Christianity 
prevails «hroughout our churehes I think.

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THE FEROCIOUS HEAD HUNTERS OF on TT ne 
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BAD HUNTING, as practiced in 
Samoa, is one of the most cruel 
practices in the world. The Amer'i- 

ean and British seamen who were am- 
bushed by Samoans April 1, were beheaded. 

The killed included Lieut. Philip V. Lans- 
dale, Ensign John R. Monaghan,Coxswain 
James Butler, Ordinary Seaman Norman 
©. BDdsal, all of the United States crulser 
Philadelphia; Lieut, Freeman and two sea- 
men of the British cruiser Tauranga. 

If the heads of the victims had not been 
recovered by priests of the Frenoh mission 
and returned to Apia they would have been 
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dealt with in the manner peculiar to the 
bloodthirsty head hunters of the islands, 
The custom of @ Samoan is to remove 
the head of a captured or dead enemy. He 
first displays it in triumph, dancing 
around it and holding a great feast. He 
then prepares it for preservation as an ar- 
ticle of decoration and an heirloom in his 
family. He stuffa the neck with hot stones, 
repeating the process several times a day 
for three days. The atones are not ‘hot 
enough to roast the flesh, and have the ef- 
fect of preserving the entire head. The 
skin becomes leathery, and the head will 
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last an indefinite period. When the head 
has been thoroughly cured it is placed in a 
network bag. Through this the dried and 
Srinning features may be observed, and it 
need hardly be said that they present a 
very awful appearance. The netting is red, 
which ‘heightens the effect. The Samoan 
hangs this trophy in his principal living 
room in order to remind his children how 
valorous and fearless a man he is. 

Head hunting flourishes in many of the 
Pacific Islands, and to a fearful extent in 
those islands which fringe the eastern 
coast of Asia. 

It is by no means certain that the heads 
of some of the American and British sail- 
ors are not ndéw decorating the huts of 
head hunters. 

Head hunting made its appearance in an- 
other place during the Gamoan troubles. 
The friendly natives, acting on the side of 
the, British and Americans and of King 
Malieota, secured tha head of one of the 
most redoubtable chiefs on Mataafa's side. 
With this they marched in triumph through 
the streets of Samoa. Capt. Stuart of the 
British Tauranga dispersed the procession 
and announced that he would shoot any 
man found with a head in his possession.

6. Sleep hygiene: A sufficiency of rest re- 
pairs and atrengthens; too much weakens 
and makes soft.

ROF.:- DRESSER, the Berlin authority 
pP on the use of opiates, has discovered 

a substance which seems te possess 
all the beneficial qualities of morphine 
without the evil principle which makes the 
drug a curse to so many. 

The new preparation is called heroin. Ac- 
cording to private accounts, the inventor 
seems willing to give the chemical analysis 
of the new drug to the world free. How- 
ever, on that point nothing has been defi- 
nitely settled and heroin, Ike diphtheria 
serum, may become a monopoly. 

Its chief beneficial qualities 
scribed by Prof. Dreser as follows: 

“It deadens sensibility without causing 
mental exaltation. In the iatter respect it 
differs entirely from morphine, which acts 
first as a stimulant and again puts the pa- 
tient to sleep. It leaves no after effects, 


the patients after its use having neither | 


thirst nor dryness of the mouth. It may, 
therefore, be used without hesitation by 
any one afflicted with bronchitis, violent 
coughing or pneumonia. In fact, it induces 
regular breathing and has a quieting effect 
on resptiration.”’ 

Medical Councilor Dr. Gerhardt of Berlin 
has experimented on 00 persons, men, wom- 
en and children, with heroin. He says tha! 
the drug cured almost instantly violent fits 
of coughing. Patients who had become goa, 
used to morphine that their doses had to 
be increased all the time, were put to sleep 
by small injections of heroin, and the sleep 
seemed to do them good. They breathed 
deeply and regularly. Only a few old-time 
opium fiends resisted heroin, but this re- 
sistance may have been caused by a craze 
for morphine or because they thought 
they couldn't do without the drug. 

Though morphine is not as Hable a: 
opium and laudanum to bring on nausea 
and headache, say the doctors, the fact re 
maine that it does bring on these condi- 
tions, if used habitually. 

Dr. Gebhardt says: “After a dose of he- 
roin, or even a series of heroin injections, 
our patients awake with a normal appe- 
tite and a head free from pain. This, ] 
consider one of the greatest boons that can 
be conferred upon sufferers from certain 
diseases in which opiates are indispensable 
Morphine, opium and laudanum are invaly- 
able staples of medicine, but they have 
ruined many digestions,"’ 

The doctors furthermore dwell on the 
fact that there is no danger of acquiring 
the heroin habit. This is because heroin 
produces no agreeable mental sensations. 
People who must take heroin no more 
clamor for it than persons induced by phy. 
sical conditions to take unpleasant medi 
cines.

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R. FRANK S. MORRIS of McCool, 
[) Neb., uses homing pigeons in com- 
municating with his patients. Com- 
cerning the practice he said: “I have been 
placed at a disadvantage many times bde- 
cause I could not hear from my patients 
as often as I desired. I knew of no way 
out of the difficulty until it occurred to me 
that I might use homing pigeons 4s 
messengers. 

“T put the idea into practice a few months 
ago and found it worked so well that ever 
since I have carried a pigeon with me 
whenever I went on a iong trip. This 
pigeon I leave at a patient’s house, with 
instructions that it be turned loose the 
next morning, or at any time when | the 
patient is not progressing as satisfactarily 
as might be desired. 

“The bird, files straight home with the 
message, and in this way I Jéarn how the 
patient is faring. If I am not at home, 
my wife receives the message, and in case 
ef necessity notifies me with the least 
possible delay” 


“But this is not the only way in which 
pigeons can be made useful. For example, 
when I am a considerable distance away 
from home and find that I need anything 
in the way of instruments or medicine 
from the office or drug store, I turn a 
pigeon loose with the message, and as soon 
as it reaches home my wife discovers what 
I want and sends it to me by my office boy. 

“Physicians who desire to use pigeons 
for this class of work would do well to 
breed them. for themselves. However, 
pigeons bred in another loft may become 
first class carriers if they are confined two 
or three months in the loft which is to be 
their permanent home. 

“I commenced work with a single pigeon, 
but after I found the pian practicable I 
procured several others. I now have a 
dozen carriers and as many more breed- 
ers. 

“The training of these birds should com- 
mence at the age of 2 or 8 months, or as 
soon as they are strong enough to fly a 
considerable distance. First, they should

be required to fly a block or two to thel® 
loft, the trainer carrying them thie distance 
and permitting them to fly back again,. 
The distance should be increased day by 
day until their training is complete, or, in 
other words, until they will return home?) 
from a distance of several miles, 

“When I leave a bird at a patient's 
house after a long journey I give instruee-- 
tions that {t i# not to receive any food, - 
but I take care that it is supplied with 
water, if I have reason to believe that it 
will be absent from the home loft more 
than 12 hours. I am particular about the 
food, because I find that those birds do the 
best work which are only fed in their own 
loft. In order to separate the birds and 


prevent them from breeding too closely, I t 


use a band made of aluminum, or some. 
other metal, with a number stamped upon 
it. This band ts. slipped upon the foot of 
the young bird and remains there perma- 
nentiy, a corresponding number being kept 
in a book, with the record end _pedigres 
of the bird opposite 2_the aumber?

“Brain except-in its rare accidental growths,

surface, and finishers early recognized this 
‘fact and sought various ways to relieve its 
‘dark sameness and sombreness by the use 
of artificial means to carry the shade from 
ite natural darkness to something lighter. 
- It was often used in conjunction with much 
\lighter colored woods because people who 
'Zelt compelled to buy KM because it was 
fashionable, at the same time objected to 
‘its monotonous and depressing dark color. 
‘There was never but little richness in the 
tone of walnut as ebony and rosewood, and, 
during the height of the walnut fashion, 
those who wanted a really rich effect in a 
‘dark wood, and could afford it, selected 
ebony or rosewood instead.

and the holy incense consisted of 13 dif- 
ferent odors. Among the long since extinct 
tribes of South America the number had a 
sacred and divine meaning, especially 
among the ancient Incas and Aztecs. The 
inhabitants of Peru counted seven days, 
without any particular name, in the week. 
The year had seven times 62 days, or four 


times 13 weeks. A father was compelled 
to support his child to the 18th year. The 
Aztecs had weeks of 13 days, each with a 
special name. Their century had & years, 
or four times 13. Their public’ archives 
were of circular form, with a sun in the 
center of each of the 13 parte composing 
it, and their tribés numbéred 13. Several 
of the great evente of American history 
occurred on the 13th day of the month, 
and more especially on a Friday.

There will be carefully prepared papers 
on many subjects of importance by some 
of the bést minds in the church.

D. is 
conferred upon him by an institution of 
learming he is called Doctor, but otherwise 
he is either Elder or plain Mister.

HH assembling in this city at the 
jt First Christian Church, this week, 
from the 2th to the 27th, of the 
First Congress of the Disciples of Christ, 
is an event that will interest many of our 
citizens outside that religious body. Hith- 
erto the Disciples have held only State and 
national missionary conventions, the sole 
object of which has been the advancement 
of our missionary, educational and benevo- 
lent work; in other words, they have been 
conventions that looked to work, to ‘expan- 
sion. There is no time in these conventions 
for the discussion of modern theological 
problems. 
It has been felt, however, for some time 
by many of the leaders among the Disci- 
ples that there should bea national gather- 
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ing of a different character and for a dif- 
ferent purpose; that we ought to meet on 
a free platform.for the discussion of the 
living questions of our time. Last sum- 
mer, while a number of the leading minis- 
ters of this body were enjoying their vaca- 
tion at Macatawa Park, on the east shore 
ef Lake Michigan, it was decided to issue 
@ call for a congress to convene in St. Louls 
at the time above mentioned, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to issue this call and 
prepare a programme for the meeting. 

The congress will consist of eight ees- 
sions each of which will be presided over 
by a different chairman, and each of which 
will be devoted to the consideration of 
some one object. There will be a carefully 
prepared paper ,on the topic, followed by 
discussion or review, the leaders of which 
have also been appointed. 

At the first session, beginning Tuesday 
afternoon, the subject will be “History of 
Doctrine.” The leading paper will be on 
“The Value of a Theology,” by Dr. E. 8. 
Ames, Professor of Philosophy in Butler 
College, Irvington, Ind. This paper will 
treat of the relation between theology and 
religion, the place given to theology among 
the Disciples of Christ, and the relation 
between the speculative process and par- 
ticular doctrines and creeds, in which the 
attitude of Catholicism and Protestantism 
respectively to freedom of thought will be 
stated. Thige paper will be reviewed by 
Dr. Albert Buxton, Chancellor-elect of 
Add-Ran University, Waco, Tex., and by 
Rev. C. C. Rowlison of Iowa. 

Tuesday evening the general topic will be 
“Bducation.” E. V. Zollars, President of 
Hiram College, of which the late President 
Garfield was once President, is the chair- 
man of this session.

AT PARIS EXPO.! 


T the Paris Exposition in 10 there 
A will be a palace made entirely of 
glass. It will be set in the middle 
of an immense garden, surrounded by vel- 
vety lawns and shaded by forest trees. 
The chief facade will have the aspect of an 
immense portico whose roofs, surmounted 
by campaniles and by a winged statue of 
LAght, will be sustained by high colonnades. 
On the right and left will be grottos of 
shimmering spun glass. 

The walle and the cupola and even the 
fying figure surmounting the edifice are to 
be of molded giass. 

The materials are simply hollow glass 
bricks molded like botties. These bricks 
are very light and are held togecher by in- 
visible threads of cement.

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A SALISBURY REMINISCENCE. 
ANAGER CHARLES P. |SALIS- 


M BURY of the Columbia Theater 
‘ acted as private secretary to the 
late Justice Stephen J. Field a nu mber of 
yearsago, Mr. Salisbury was then lodated in 
Washington, and held a confidential posi- 
tion with Gen. J. M. Rusk, Secretary of 
Agriculture—“‘Uncle Jerry,”’ as h was 
more familiarly known. 

“Justice Field was almost a recluse in 
Washington,” said Mr. Salisbury, in epeak- 
ing of the jurist’s death the other day; “‘I 
don’t remmeber having seen him at a pub- 
lic function other than the session of the 
court during the entire time I was in 
Washington, nearly four years. He rarely 
left his home, which was across the park 
east of the Capitol. The mansion was fur- 
nished in a comfortable. old-fashioned way, 
and Justice Field’s library, in which he 
Spent most of his time, was literally 
crammed with books from the celling to the 
floor on all sides. Among other cases Jus- 
tice Field dictated an opinion to me in which 
the mineral lands along the line of the 
Northern Pacific Railway were involved. 
He had spent weeks framing up the opinion 
and dictated it at one sitting. When I 
turned in the typewritten transcript the 
following morning, Justice Field spent al- 
most an entire day making changes in the 
text. He worked on it steadily for nearly 
a week before it finally went to the printer. 
He was very feeble then, but insisted that 
he would live long enough to eclipse the 
term of service of any Justice who had 
ever been upon the Supreme Bench. Jus- 
tice Field was contemplating a trip to 
California the following summer and asked 
me to accompany him. He subsequently 
decided not to go, and confessed that he 
did not care to endanger hig life, much as 
he wished to visit the scenes of his earlier 
judicial triumphs. Mr. Field was one of 
the few Justices of the Supreme Court 
who wore a beard during their term of of- 
fice. In his robes of office he was a -pic- 
ture suggestive of the patriarchs of old.”

“anchor in midstream opposite the 
‘foot of Olive street or thereabouts 
St. Louis will behold .at. her water door a 
warship in all the panoply of her calling— 
what used to be called @ “man-o’-war,”’ 
a term that is now obselete in the navy. 
Nothing of the Nashville's build has ever 
beer seen at St. Louls. The only naval 
craft "that have favored this-city with a 
visit were the torpedo boats Ericsson and 
Windom, both of which won fame in Cuban 
waters during the Spanish war. 

The Nashville has been maligned in some 
press reports by being called‘e gunboat. 
She is in the cruiser class—a third rate 
cruiser, Ghe is wharmored, but has a 
protective deck. Her armament could soon 
reduce St. Loulg to the condition that pre- 
vailed in Pompell after the Vesuvius and 
the earthquake finished with that ancient 
city. However, faint hearts need not throb 
more rapidly on that account for Comman- 
der Maynard will do nothing more warlike 
with the Nashville than “clear decks for 
action” .or “beat to quarters” for the edi- 
fication of St. Louls visitors, 

While the Nashville will present a gaj- 
lant appearance with strings of bunting 
fiying from her masts and her grim- 
mouthed guns protruding from barbettes 
and shields, one thing about her appear- 
ance will create great surprise, if not dis- 
appointment. She is so little! 

“The Nashville is smaller in length and 
breadth than the dig eteamboats that 
ply the river. She is just about the size 
of the up-river steamer Spread Pagie. 
Were thé‘old Annie P. Silver or Charles P. 
Chouteau here to greet her the Nashville 
would look’like a very small boat. But 
how easily she could make driit wood out 
of the whole river fleet and knock spots 
out of the Dads Bridge!

ST. LOUISANS eve PICTURES nee BY TELEGRAPHY 


IOTORIAL THELEGRAPHY has at 
last reached the point where it is a 
* practical success, At an exhibition 
given during the past week in this city a 
number of St. Louisans saw pictures of 
“Boss” Croker, drawn in New York, trans- 
mitted over a leased wire of the Postal 
Telegraph Co., to St. Louis, and repro- 
@uced with sufficient accuracy to make 
them good foundations for newspaper pic- 
tures. 
. The value of this invention to the news- 
Paper reading public ig inestimable. It 
will make possible the almost instantane- 
ous reproduction at great distances of por- 
ltraite ef men and women and pictures of 
'ecénes, which lend gréat interest to the 
printed description or story being read. 
_ The exhibition of the operation of the 
machine, which is the invention of a Min- 
nesotan, was witnessed by Chancellor 


Chaplin of Washington University, Prof. 
L. Louls Soldan, Superintendent of the St. 
Louls Public Schools: Dr. Dougherty, Su- 
perintehdent of the Peoria echools; Rich- 
ard M. Scruggs, Charles A, Stix and F. 
M. Crunden, Librarian of the 6t. Louls 
‘Public Library. They pronounce the oper- 
ation of the machine a success. 

The pictorial telegraph machine fs not 
intricate. It is in two parts, a sender and 
@ receiver, The two are much alike. They 
consist of a cylinder, similar to that of a 
»phonograph. There is also the point ilke 
that of the phonograph which bears upon 
,the cylinder. In both cases this point is a 
‘simple stylus. The cylinder turns and the 
‘point travels along its surface, in much 
‘the same way that the phonograph oper- 
ates. 

The whole thing is operated by electrio 
clockwork, The cylinders of the sender and 
transmitter turn at exactly the same rate 
of speed. The picture to be transmitted ts 
drawn on tin foll with ink, which, when 
dry, is a‘non-conductor of electricity. 

This sheet of tin foil is made to fit exact- 

ly the cylinder, and when folded tightly 
around it, presents an even, continuous sur- 
,face. Around the cylinder of the receiver 
}is folded a wheet of white paper. Around 
(this is folded @ sheet of carbon paper, and 
,over all is a« t of oll paper, presenting 
'@ emooth face. 
The stylus of the transmitter is started 
at one end of the cylinder, which, while 
imaking a turn, causes the stylus to de- 
ecribe a line on the tin foll around the cy- 
linder, At the same time and at the same 
Speed the cylinder of the receiver revelyes, 
its stylus describing a line on the surface 
of the oll paper.

As each revolution is made there 
is a pause and the stylus moves slightly, 
so that when the machine stops each stylus 
has drawn a multitude of imaginary paral- 
lel lines about each cylinder. 

The result is that the stylus of the trans- 


mitter has encountered every Line in the

DR, LUDWIG CLAIMS HIS FILTER WOULD GIVE ST. LOUIS PURE WATER. 


R. CHARLES V. F. LUDWIG has a 
[) system of water filtering and ster- 
llizing which does not require the 
retemtion of the water In settling basins, 
and Insures, according to his views, a sup- 
ply of clear, pure and wholesome water 
for St. Louls. 
The new system is based upon che nmetural 
law of hydrostatistics; it i¢ automatic In its 
operation; ht filters upward—that is ihe. wae 


ter entails the apparatus which is suspended?’ 


in the river through @ porous bottom, It 
automatically vonveys the filtered and ster- 
fliged water from the floating apparatus to 
the collecting basin or cistern on the shore 
whence it Is distributed through the city. 


The apparatus is composed of oblong sec- 
ttona or cells, the sides of which are water 


proof.’ The fodr is made of porous’ platds 


semi-cylindrically ourved with thelr convex 
surface facing upward, Through these 
plates only can the water enter. These

The parts Uf the two walls opposite each 


other are lined with carbon plates, made of 
electric light carbon, and connected with 
powerful dynamos. Sterilization ts effected 
by the electrolitica] process Induced by the 
currents from the dynamos. 

The water thus filtered and sterti‘zed !s 
drained into the collecting basin or well. 
Conmmected with this is a plant for the gen- 
eration of carbonic acid gas, which passes 
into the water through perforated tubes 
which ramify through the bottom of the 
well. It will bubble up through the w‘tter, 
by which a part will be absorbed and the 
reminder accumulated over the surface; 
thus the watér will be slightly carbonated, 
the sterilizing process prolonged and whole- 
some qualities imparted to it. 

The Advantages of this system as sumed 
up by Dr, Ludwig are:

tory by the Canadian Government. It wilt 
be @ commercial treaty, and is intended to 
better the condition of the Indians, as 
well as to facilitate traffic and protect the 
interests of white men engaged in hunting 
and trapping in that part of the world, so 
far away from the center of civilization. 
‘”% royal commission, appointed by the 
Canadian Government, will leave Fort Ed- 
énton to-morrow or Tuesday. The dis- 
mee to be traveled is nearly 2000 miles. 
Because of this and the inconvenience o®% 
\travel in that vast country the work of 
@ commission may require several months. 
The Cree language, that of the Cree In* 
dians, is the commercial language of the 
territory, and through that medium thé 
/treaty will be arranged. 


The inhabitants of the Northwest Terr!? 


tory, called the Northern Indians, belong 
ho three distinct families—the Eskimo, the 
'Tinneh and the Crees. 

The WPWskimo are akin to the Innuits of 
Greenland, the Arctic archipelago and Alas- 
ka. They number about 200. They are 
acattered along the seaboard between the 
Colville and Coppermine Rivers, and also 
penetrate up the estuaries some distance 

nd. In the Mackenzie River family they 
m range beyond the estuary proper as 


Ae - (fer as the first gorges and rapids, their real 


‘Iimit being that of the tundras or plains, 
while the forest zone belongs to the red- 
ekins. 

Being still pagans, they despise their half- 
Givilized Indian neighbors. There have been 
great battles between the two races. 

“The Eskimo of the Peel River are tonsured 
like Duropean monks. This is, they explain, 
“in order that the sun, our common father, 
may warm our brain and send down to the 
heart its beneficent heat.” They are dimin- 
ishing in numbers. 

Circular stone inclosures toward the es- 
tuary of the great Fish River seem to in- 
Gicate a former higher state of civilization, 
ag the present local tribes would be in- 
Capable of erecting such fortifications. 
North of the Great Slave Lake are also 
found some pyramidal structures which ap- 
pear to have been altars. 


The Tinnehs are designated by many 
Writers under the name of Athabascans, 
from the Lake and River Athabasca. and 
g@iso Chippewayans or “Painted Skins,” 
from the form of their cloaks. They com- 
Prise a great number of tribes, the most im- 
portant of which is the Athabascans proper, 
Who roam the plains between the Chur- 
@hill River and the Great Slave Lake. Near 
this lake, and especially about its north- 
erm shores, also dwell the Dog-ribs, so 
Hamed from the national legend of their 
canine descent. These Indlangs all etammer. 
They have been, to a great extent, extermi- 
mated by the Slave tribe, which occupies 
the western shores of the lake. 

These “Slaves"’ are naturally timid and

in contempt. They suffered long, but were 
at last driven to turn on their oppressors. 

In the Mackenzie Valley the language of 
barter is the Slave jargon, a mixture of 
Slave, Cree and French Canadian. 

Many of the Chippewas are distinguished 
by their natura] intelligence. They usual- 
ly dress in the European fashion and build 
themselves comfortable houses. They no 
longer pierce the lips and cartilage of the 
nose for the Insertion of buttons, bones 
and shells. 

On the slopes of the Rocky Mountains 
are the Beavers, the Carriers, the Babines, 
the Naaneh or “People of the West,’’ and 
others. 

The Hair-Skins, so named from their cos- 
tumes, are an inoffensive nation, scattered 
in small groups over the steppes bordering 
on the.BDskimo comain. 

The Lower Mackenzie and the region 
stretching westward into Alaska belongs to 
the Loucheux, who were so-called by the 


early Canadian trappers on account of their 
sinister oblique glance, They practice cir- 
cumcision, which is rare among Indian 
tribes, but notwithstanding this practice 
neariy all of them ‘have become fervent 
Roman Catholics. 

The third ethnical family im the Atha- 
basca-Mackenzie basin are the Crees. They 
are a gentle, upright people, and are now 
the most numerous in the plain country. 
They are divided into two groups, the Mus- 
kego or Swampy Crees and the Saskatch- 
ewan Crees. 

The former inhabit the country from Hud- 
son’s Bay to Lake Winnipeg. They live 
during the summer on the lakes and rivers. 
In the winter they hunt moose and rein- 
deer in the morasses. They use no horses. 
In summer they travel in canoes and in 
winter with dogs or on snowshoes. 

The Saskatchewan or Thickwood Crees, 
who inhabit a belt west of Lake Winnipeg, 
travel about in small parties, using horses 


and dogs for transport. They live by the 
chase. They are hard-working, docile, si- 
lent, self-possessed ani hospitable. They 
trade their furs and skins for ammunition, 
tobacco and clothing. Only those nearest to 
civilization are addicted to liquor. They are 
simple in their dress, and have no noisy 
and gaudy superstitious ceremonies. They 
lend themselves readily to missicnary- en- 
terprise and advancement in civilization. 
The Prairie Crees have the same appear- 
ance and speak the same language as those 
in the woods, but differ greatly in disposi- 
tion and mode of life. They move in camps 
of from 2 to 400 tents, each of which con- 
tains at least one family. Their only em- 
ployment is the chase of the bison. Until] the 
bison became rare it was the custom in the 
winter to construct pounds for catching 
the animals in great numbers. These pounds 
were strongly fenced inclosures, generally 
hidden in a small bluff of woods. Piles of 
brushwood were laid in converging lines 


for miles over the snow. The animals not 
liking to pass these piles. would stampede 
down an inclined run, which ended in a 
jump-off of six or eight feet. 

The Prairie Crees own large herds of 
horses, but they are not as numerous or 
as valuable as those owned by the Black- 
feet. 

In moving about they use the “travaille,”’ 
a triangle formed of two poles, each 12 
feet long. and connected by crossbars, 
which bear the load, while the apex rests 
on the horse’s neck. For dogs they have 
the same contrivance on a smaller scale, 
The women are hard worked. They|seldom 
have the slightest trace of beaut Their 
scanty dress is always unclean. The men 
are idle and dissipated, but intelligent and 
hospitable. 

The Cree language is the most universal 
in the country of the Eastern plains. A 
few persons are found in every tribe who 
are familiar with it. For this reason the

negotiations of the Royal Commission will 
be conducted in this language. 

The Crees were the first Indians of the 
region to obtain firearms, and they made 
a temporary conquest of the greater part 
of the country. 

The Rocky Mountain and Thickwood 
Stoneys are a detached portion of the As- 
sineboine branch of the Sloux or Dacotah 
tribe. At one time the Plains Stoneys were 
powerful, but they have been decimated 
by smallpox. They enjoy the reputation 
of being horse thieves, The Thickwood and 
Rocky Mountain Stoneys are as different 
as possible from the Assineboines. They 
have without exception been converted to 
Christianity, They are quiet and respect- 
ful and unobtrusively hospitable. They are 
never guilty of theft. They are hard work- 
ers. Their life requires constant exertion 
and foresight. They travel in the moun- 
tains or in the forests along their base in 
parties of six or seven fumilies. The young

men hunt moose and Rocky Mountain 
sheep. The old men cut out the traveling 
tracks through the woods. ‘The women 
pack and drive the horses. They use skin 
tents, stretched on a conical framework of 
poles. The women dress the skins of ant- 
mals into a soft leather, used throughout 
the country for making moccasins, They 
are small in body, but considered to be ca- 
pable of more endurance than any other 
Indians. They make trustworthy guides. 

Many of the Stoney Indians can read and 
write in their own language, using the Cree 
syllacic characters. Bvery morning and 
evening all the members of a camp meet to 
pray and sing. 

The Thickwood Stoneys are @ small 
branch of this same tribe, whe inhabit 
the country along the Athabasca River. 
They are nominally Roman Cath@ics. 

The Slave Indians live east of the Ca- 
nadian Rocky Mountains. During the sum- 
mer they roam over the prairies along the 
South Saskatchewan and the Red Deer 
Rivers, in the winter retiring to the 
Northwest. 

The Surcees, a branch of the great Chip- 
pewa family, inhabit the Athabasca district. 
They have broken from thelr relatives and 
changed their habits of ilfe from those of 
Wood Indians to those of Prairie Indians. 
They are an enfeebled, degraded race. 

The Blackfoot tribes range about on both 
sides of the border. They are the real 
Bedouins of the prairies. They always have 
parties on the move in every direction, mak- 
ing rapid journeys to the British and 
American trading posts for news of other 
Indians, They have large bands of horses. 
Their only food is the buffalo. They will go 

> hungry before eating ducks, rabbits and 
other small gamo. Their tents are niuch 
larger than those of the Crees. They are 
fond of fine dress and gay trappings. Their 
chiefs have state robes of ermine and their 
medicine men have dresses adorned with 
eagle feathers. 

The women are often comely. They al- 
ways dress neatly, with ornamented tunics 
and leggings of cloth or deerskin, worked 
worked with beads and porcupine quills. 
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They have many mysteries and cere- | 


monious dances, in which they make great 
use of drums, rattles and shrill whistles, 
They ere treacherous, and yet have cer- 


tain ideas of honor to which they rigidly 
adhere. 

The young men are great horse thieves. 
This propensity plunges them into frequent 
wars with the Crees, Assinaboines and 


Crows. They are stimulated by the Hud- 
son's Ba 0. to store up provisions be- 
yond their needs by the prospect of being 
able to exchange them for rum. This ten

of any kind is a record few men 
can boast of. Yet there is in the city of 

Maysville, in the Bluegrass State, a hale, 
hearty old gentleman by the name of 
Charles Phister, who solemnly avers that 
his lips have never touched intoxicants of 
any known still or brew, and that even 
hard cider has never made acquaintance 
with his stomach or disturbed the peaceful 
regularity of a sober and well-regulated 
brain. 

Further than this, Mr. Phister has never 
used tobacco in any of its forms, though 
it is one of the staples of his State; he has 
also resisted the alluring influences of “old 
sledge” and does not know one card from 
another; he has never spoken a cross word 
to his wife although he has been married 
63 years; he has never used an oath though 
sorely crossed at times, as all mortals have 
been; he never owned a negro in the dark- 
est of slavery days; he was never sick and 
never suffered a eevere pain. He never 
took a dose of medicine, of course, as there 
has never been any necessity for its use, 
He never missed a day at Sunday-school 
—rain, shine, blow or blizzard. He cele- 
brated his eightieth birthday on March 1h. 
He has never used glasses and reads the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, his hymn book and 
his Bible with his own unaided and still 
sharp blue eyes. Considering this report, it 
it not remarkable that he is known as “the 
best man in Kentucky.”’ 

Charlies Phister was born In the town of 
Maysville, on the banks of the muddy Ohio, 
in a house built by his pioneer father in 
those far-away days when Kentucky had 
just emerged from her desolation in the 
wilderness of the Northwest Territory. His 
ancestors upon the father’s side were of 
Danish origin, though their coming to this 
country was at so remote @ period that 
there is little knowledge of them at this 
day. Hits grandfather was born and reared 
in Philadetphia, a shipbuilder by trade. 
His father, a Kentucky pioneer, was & 
carpenter, and Charles himself, with his 
brother Jacob, who afterward became Ter- 
ritorial Governor of Iowa, was tutored in 
this same craft and worked as a journey- 
man at the bench until oetcer fortune en- 
abled him to set up as a dealer in lumber 
and coal—a business he has followed in @ 
wholesale way for upward of 580 years. 

Cunard Phister, his father, married «a 
Maryland woman of Irish parentage by 
the name of Connor, and had nine chil- 
dren, of whom Charles was the eldest. 
Of the boys, seven in number, all have 
eerved either in the United States Con- 
gress or the Legislature of their native 
State with the exception of Jacob, who, as 
has been said, was Territorial Governor of 
Iowa. 

The life of Charles Phister has in the 
main been an uneventful one, as he mod- 
estly puts it, although he has weathered 
many political storms. He has always 
been an unswerving Republican in a not 
always Republican State, being the first 
and only man in his native city to vote 
the ticket of his old party and the only 
one to vote for John C. Fremont in 1866. 

Eccentric the gentieman is, to be sure, 
as he laughingly admits; but aside from

| CANARY BIRDS AND THE POOR, 


To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
HBPRE is nothing more dainty in the 
s&s way of a household pet than a ca- 
nary bird; nor ig there in all the 
Catalogues of pets one that gives more 
ample return in pleasure and entertain- 


ment for the amount of care bestowed on 
them. They are less trouble and expense 
than any other pet, and, unlike other 
household favorites, there is absolutely no 
danger attending their presence in our 
homes. 

Their beauty is unquestioned, and con- 
finement in a cage a mercy, since they 
are totally unable to provide for them- 
selyes if set free. If by any accident they 
get out they will seek the first cage pre- 
sented to their view and seem to show 
forth infinite content at a restoration to 
the gilded home, Unlike other birds, their 
incubation is not interrupted by captiv- 
ity, but they lay their eggs, hatch and 
rear their young as rapidly as the much- 
despised sparrow. 

As early as the sixteenth century they 
were brought from the land of their na- 
tivity, the Canary Isles, and became the 
petted darlings of European homes. In its 
wild state it was yellow, mixed with 
brown and gray. After their introduction 
into Europe a cross was made with the 
linnet, which produced the combination of 
green that is so often seen. It is said 
that to obtain the greatest number of sing- 
ers it is best to mate a mother bird sev- 
erai seasons old with a young male. In 
se.ecting birds for breeding be sure that 
they are from different families, as in- 
breeding brings degeneracy with the feath- 
ered tribe. See that they are agreeable in 
disposition and do not fight, and, most of 
all, be sure that the singer 1s of fine 
quality. : 

Get a breeding cage, with a div’sion is 
best, and put the birds in; when you find 
that the bird is ready for nesting, get a 
small, round basket nest and prepare by 
laying in the bottom a small pad of cot- 
ton and lining it throughout with flannel- 
ette, sewed in securely. Fasten this firmly 
in a corner of the cage with. wire or tape, 
running a stick across the corner, under it 
as a support. In hanging the cage, choose 
a location that will be permanent, as few 
birds wi.l bear moving. Feed on bird-seeds 
and the yolk of hard-boiled egg, and 
mashed with potato in equal quantities. 
Chickweed, lettuce and purslane, commonly 
called pursly, are the best green food. The 
latter is abundant all through the summer 
when lettuce and chickweed are out of sea- 
son. Never give your bird celery, as it 
miakes them sleepy. In thirteen day after 
the first eeg is laid, you may expect the 
young birds to appear. Continue the food 
as directed, with the usual] amount of reed, 
which they must have at all times. A

In three weeks the mother bird will be 
ready for nesting again, and must have 
a fresh nest prepared for her. Move the 
young birds into the other end of the cage 
out of her way, and if they are not weaned 
the father ‘of the. family will feed thém 
through the dividing bars. To brighten 
and deepen the color of the plumage, feed 
freely on red pepper for six weeks or two 
months before the moulting season. 

A pod of pepper placed in the cage 
will be eaten in a short time. 

It is said that the bird market of the 
United States is supplied from the aviaries 
of the Hartz Mountains, but there is no 
reason why we should not raise them at 
home, for they are as eazy to raise as the 
chickens in our poultry yard. Abundance 
United Sates is supplied from various 
of fresh water to drink and bathe, with a 
good supply of food, is all they need, and 
by following the simple directions in this 
article, any one can gucceed. 

Always have a fine singer to teach the 
young birds, as they acquire the notes of 
any bird they hear constantly. One of the 
most charming warblers that I ever heard 
was one raised under the tuition of a Ger- 
man bird and then taken to the country 
where it heard the wild birds, whose notes 
he readily appropriated and _ introduced 
among the German trills .so beautifuly 
that it was a delight to listen. 

Many years ago I witnessed a perform- 
ance of trained canaries and Sava sparrows 
that demonstrated beautifully the intelli- 
gence of these little creatures. A man was 
touring this country with his troupe of 
birds as “Napoleon and his Marshals.’ 
After going through the “‘manual of arms,”’ 
prepared for the occasion, and performing 
many wonderful tricks, the execution of 
Marshal Ney was announced. A tiny brass 
cannon was drawn by two sparrows to the 
place of execution, then came the unfortu- 
nate marshal attended by all ‘but Napoleon, 
who stood, hat in hand, until the column 
passed, Ney, marching at the head of the 
column proceeded to a point in front. of 
the cannon, while the others halted in thé 
rear. “The head of the army’’ then cacne 
up,. and, with a lighted match furnished 
him fired the cannon. Marshal Ney fell 
back as if dead, and remained there until 
hauled away in a wagon by sparrows to 
his cage, into which he flew chirping mer- 
rily as if applauding the performance. 

In directions for raising, will state that 
I once had four females in one large cage 
where they ,had been raised together. Not 
having males to mate them separately, we 
tried the experiment of intro@ucing one 


male. It proved successful, the mother 


birds lived together in peace even to feed- 
ing the other’s young birds. I repeat it 
again, you will have no more trouble rais- 
ing canaries than chickens, and the same 
rules for breeding apply to Doth. A differ- 
ence in the feeding is about all.

ODD FIRE ESCAPES 


ANY of the lives lost In the Windsor 
Hotel fire might have been saved if 
the guests had been provided with 


the fireproof suits invented and patented 
by Mrs. Betey J. Martin of Pomona, Kan. 
lier idea is a suit of asbestos; coat, panta- 
loons and boots sewn with openings for the 
mouth and eyes is provided. 

A New York man is the inventor of a 
Similar suit, an intertinediate layer of com- 
pressed wool mixed. with eharcoal and 
an exterior fireproof coat of red ocher, 
glue and sulphur, asbestos gloves and a 
helmet with a wet sponge in it. 

A Texan has devised a tubular sack, 60 
feet or more in length, having the diam- 
eter of a man of slightly greater. A ball 
is shot into the window of a burning build- 
ing, carrying a rope by which the sack is 
drawn wp. 

The victim gets into it and slides to the 
ground, being able to control the rapidity 
of his descent by pressing with h'!s arms 
and legs against the sides of the bag. If 
one could only get a huge umbrella guar- 
anteed against turning inside out, one 
might use it as a parachute and jump out 
of a w.ndow with comparative safety. Sev- 
eral styles of parachutes have been 
patented for escaping from fires; to one is 
attached a belt to be fastened around the 
waist, 

In Indiana many public schools are 
equipped with a spiral slide. This con- 
trivance is an immense tube 8 feet in d'am- 
eter attached to the main etructure at each 
floor, Its interior is occupied from top to 
bottom by a winding chute, and a person 
has only to get into it in order to slide 
to the basement w'th a corkscrew move- 
ment just rapid enough to be pleasant with- 
out involving any danger. 

In fact,.at the schools aforesaid it is cus- 
tomary to permit the boys and girls who 
have been good during the week to make 
the-r exit on Friday afternoons by way of 
fire-escape, thus giving them enjoyment and 
practice at the same time. 

Another invention is a ladder made in sec- 
tions which folds up into an armchair: 
When unfolded the arms transform them- 
selves into hooks to catch the window-s.ll 
and the ladder hangs 58 feet. 

A pecullar invention is a bed that has for 
its bottom a chain ladder which is strung

back and forth from side to side so as to 
accommodate a great length of it. Then 
there is a bed that is a ladder in disguise. 

Much better than these are spiral stair- 
ways inclosed in towers on the outside of 
buildings, down which people can run in 
safety, protected from the flames by the 
surrounding brick. 

Numerous patents are classified as ‘body 
catchers.’’ Some are on wheels, so as to 
be conveyed quickly to any point, and are 
mostly provided with spiral springs sup- 
porting a net or cushion, into which the 
escaping victim is to jump. 

It is likely to be necessary to convey a 
rope to a window far aloft. . One invention 
for this purpose consists of a mortar that 
shoots a projectile which carries a lime. 
There is also a musket for the same pur- 
pose, as well as a gun. which shoots a 
small folded anchor. The latter wnfolds 
as it strikes catches in the window, and, a 
puliey and lI'ne being attached to it, the 
person to be rescued is lowered to the 
ground. 

The Patent Office has many ideas for fire 
extinguishers. Nearly all utilize carbonic 
acid gas. The hand grenades one sees in 
public buildings are glass bottles, hermet- 
ically sealed and filled with gas-charged 
water. A soda siphon is a fire-rate thing 
to use when a fire breaks out. More elab- 
orate chemical extinguishers are vessels 
containing an alkaline solution, in which 
smalier vessels holding acid are suspended. 

Hiram 3. Maxim, the gun man is the 
inventor of an automatic fire extinguisher. 
It is an arrangement of pipes connected 
with which is a generator of carbonic acid 
and marble dust. When, by reason of the 
breaking out of fire, the temperature inside 
of a building rises to a certain point, it 
sets the generator going, causing the sul- 
phuric acid to drip upon the marble dust 
and thus producing carbonic acid gas. At 
the same time the mechanism gives a loud 
alarm and the pipes discharge gas-charged 
water upon the fire. 

Somewhat similar is a dry p'pe system 
with a valve that is kept closed by com- 
pressed air in the pipes. Apentures in the 
latter are closed with an easil elted sub- 
stance, aml, when the fire melts it, the 
compressed air rushes out, water flows in 
and an extinguish'ng shower is poured 
upon the flames. 


A CONVICTS PERPETUAL MOTION ENGINE, 


™ y HARLDBS F. KLINE, a prisoner in 
the Ohio penitentiary at Columbus, 
has invented what he calls a per- 
petual motion engine. He says: ‘Perpetual 
motion is an established operating fact. It 
is a simple application of the laws of grav- 
ity in the right direction. The notion that 
it is neceseary to create energy in order to 
construct a self-operating engine is due to 
popular fallacy alone. Science has never 
said that perpetual motion is an impossi- 
bility. 


“I will not discuss the problem now. The 
claim that I have invented a self-acting 
engine wilil be fully established as soon as 
I can obtain the protection of the patent 
laws.”’
